No. 121-Pres/2010—The President is pleased to approve 
the award of the ”Ashoka Chakra” to the undermentioned 
person for the acts of most conspicuous gallantry:— 

(MR-08609), Major Laishram Jyotin Singh, Army Medical 
Corps/Embassy of India, Kabul (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award: 26th February 2010) 

Major Laishram Jyotin Singh was deployed to Kabul as 
part of Indian Medical Mission Team. At 0630 hours on 
-26 February, 2010, a guarded residential compound housing 
six Army Medical Officers, four paramedics and two other 
Army Officers were attacked by heavily armed terrorist 
suicide bombers. A heavily armed terrorist suicide bomber, 
after detonating a Suicidal Vehicle Borne Improvised 
Explosive Device resulting in the death of three security 
guards, entered the compond to kill the survivors. The 
terrorist proceeded to fire bursts of Kalashnikov rounds 
into the individual rooms and threw hand grenades. In the 
melee, five unarmed officers took shelter in one of the 
rooms which was subjected to grenade attack and die fire 
on its roof spread consequently to the bathroom where the 
five officers were sheltered. On hearing shouts of the five 
officers, Maj Laishram Jyotin Singh crawled out from under 
the debris of his room. Maj Laishram Jyotin Singh charged 
with bare hands at the armed terrorist and pinned him down 
to ensure that the terrorist could no longer lob more 
grenades or direct fire at the officers cornered in a burning 
room. He continued to grapple with armed terrorist and did 
not let him go till the terrorist panicked and detonated his 
suicide vest, resulting in the instantaneous death of the 
terrorist and martyrdom of Maj Laishram Jyotin singh, Maj 
Laishram Jyotin Singh gave up his life for the sake of his 
colleagues. 

Major Laishram Jyotin Singh, thus, displayed exemplary' 
courage, grit, selflessness and valour in the face of a terrorist 
suicide bomber attack and made the supreme sacrifice.

No. 122-Pres/2010—The President is pleased to approve 
the award of the "Kirti Chakra” to the under mentioned 
persons for the acts of conspicuous gallantry:— 

1. Shri Vinod Kumar Choubey, Superintendent of Police 
Rajnandgaon, Chhattisgarh (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the Award: 12th July, 2009) 

On July 12, 2009 at 7.00 AM, Shri Vinod Kumar Choubey, 
Supdt. of Police Rajnandgaon received a message that 
naxalites have attacked Madanwara outpost of Police Station 


Manpur, district Rajnandgaon and killed two Policemen. 
Sensing the serious consequences of the incident, Shri 
Choubey and the IGP rushed to the spot from their 
respective Headquarters. En-route, Shri Choubey's carcade 
w r as ambushed by the naxalites. However, he kept moving 
and instructed the ASI at PS Manpur to come in a Mine 
Proof Vehicle (MPV) with Additional Force. The naxalites 
had laid fresh road blocks on the road. Shri Choubey cleared 
the blocks and bravely reached the site where a fierce 
fighting was going on. The MPV of Police was attacked 
with bullets and bombs. Timely intervention by IGP's party 
and SP’s party saved the trapped Policemen in a fierce 
battle. A transport bus of civilians which had entered amidst 
the ambush was also rescued to safety. 

2. About 300 naxalites came from die forest firing fiercely 
Many climbed up the trees and threw grenades incessantly 
at the police party. However, the Police party led by 
Shri Choubey retained their nerves and despite the naxalites r 
numerical and topographical advantage courageously took 
on the attack and retaliated formidably while making 
concerted efforts to save the life of their men in grave 
situation with the reinforcement not in sight. This bold and 
unexpected counter attack caused a flutter of panic amongst 
the naxalites and forced them to retreat behind the large 
rocks. Shri Choubey fought heroically with iron 
determination and raw grit. In the continued firing, he was 
grievously hurt and ultimately made the supreme sacrifice 
at the altar of duty', 

Shri Vinod Kumar Choubey displayed an exceptional 
quality of leadership and braveiy worth emulating where an 
officer rose to the occasion and laid down his life saving 
his men from deadly attack of the naxalites. 

2. IC-70151 Captain Davinder Singh Jass, 1st Battalion 
The Parachute Regiment (Special Forces) (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the Award: 23rd February, 2010) 

Captain Davinder Singh Jass was leading his troop of 
Alfa Team in an operation in a village in Sopore district of 
Jammu & Kashmir. 

On 23 rd February 2010, after receiving information of 
presence of terrorists in the village, a heavily congested 
built up area, Captain Davinder Singh Jass after carrying 
out meticulous planning moved to the area. While closing 
into the target area his leading squad came under heavy 
indiscriminate terrorist fire from multiple directions, injuring 
members of his squad. With uttar disregard to personal 
safety he extricated one of his injured men to safety. 
Threafter, the officer crawled forward and extericated the 
second buddy, however he sustained serious gun shot 
wounds. Unmindful of injuries, he continued engaging the 
terrorists and closed in to a terrorist. In a daring encounter 
he killed one terrorist in a fierce hand to hand combat 
before succumbing to his injuries. 

Captain Davinder Singh Jass showed conspicuous 
Gallantry, inspiring leadership, exceptional courage and made 
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the supreme sacrifice while fighting for his motherland in 
the finest traditions of Indian Army.

No. 123-Pres/2010—The President is pleased to apporve 
the award of the "Bar to Shaurya Chakra" to the under¬ 
mentioned persons for the acts of gallantry:— 

1. SS-39651 Major Ajay Singh, Shaurya Chakra, 
11th Battalion the Maratha Light Infantry. 

(Effective date of the Award: 31st August, 2009) 

On 31st August 2009 at 0300 hours on receipt of 
confirmed intelligence regarding movement of terrorists, 
who had kidnapped a businessman, a search operation was 
launched under Major Ajay Singh in general area in district 
Kokrajhar, Assam. Maintaining stealth and surprise, party 
reached close to the suspected three houses which were 
on the northern most edge of the village. As the party was 
closing in, they came under heavy fire at close quarters. 
Major Ajay Singh immediately returned the fire and ordered 
his team to take cover. Two terrorists suddenly emerged 
from the house and continued firing. Major Ajay Singh 
realising the gravity of the situation, reoriented the search 
party and crawled closer to the hosue. Displaying extreme 
grit and determination, officer sprinted towards the house 
inspite of being fired upon and eliminated first terrorist in 
the grove. Threafter Major Ajay continued to crawl and 
move closer to the second terrorist and at the right moment, 
brought accurate fire on the second terrorist and eliminated 
him at very close quarters. 

Major Ajay Singh displayed gallantry of an exceptional 
order, astute leadership, 'extreme diligence and exemplary 
devotion to duty while fighting the terrorists. 

2. IC-58637 Major Thongam Joten Singh, Shaurya 
Chakra, 21st Battalion The Parachute Regiment 
(Special Forces) 

(Effective date of the Award: 03 October 2009) 

On 01st October, 2009 when terrorist movement was 
reported around a village in Tamenglong district of Manipur 
Major Thongam Joten Singh launched Delta Assault Team 
to establish surveitlance/ambush positions. 

On 03rd October 2009 the terrorists were intercepted at 
1815 hours. To avoid collateral damage terrorists were 
verbally challenged. The terrorists responded with heavy 
indiscriminate fire from vehicles pinning own forces 
completely without cover. Grasping criticality' of the moment, 
Major Thongam sprinted out in open towards a concrete 
house drawing terrorist fire providing life saving opportunity 
to own troops to seek proper cover. He quickly climbed 
rooftop of the hosue and reddled windshields/tyres of both 
vehicles with bullets to halt them and in the process killed 


on terrorist This forced terrorists to exit and flee. One of 
the fleeing terrorist fired his UMG at him. He calmly ignored 
incoming bullets and shot him dead. Thereafter quickely 
appreciating the situation he informed ambush parties to 
move and intercept terrorists escaped in darkness w'hich 
resulted in successful elimination of two more terrorists. 
Further search by his troops enabled apprehension of three 
terrorists. 

Major Thongam Joten Singh displayed conspicuous 
bravery; exemplary leadership including acute presence of 
mind in adverse combat conditions.

No. 124-Pres/2010—The President is pleased to approve 
the award of the "Shaurya Chakra" to the undermentioned 
persons for the acts of gallantry:— 

1. Commander Niteen Anandrao Yadav, (03965K) 

(Effective date of the Award: 22nd May, 2009) 

Commander Niteen Anandrao Yadav was detailed as Co¬ 
pilot and Safety Pilot for a search and shadow' mission on 
22nd May, 2009. At 1245 hrs, 270 Nautical Miles into sea, 
at 12,000 ft altitude, surrounded by pre-monsoon clouding, 
the aircraft experienced a total electrical failure. This was a 
situation that was never before encountered in the history 
of 1L 38 operations, both in India and at Russia. The 
situation had resulted in failure of all equipment and 
instruments except indications for altitude, speed, engine 
RPM and TGT. Further, the oil radiator shutters were stuck 
in closed position leading to an imminent possibility of 
engine fire on all engines in case of prolonged flight at low 
altitude. 

With his enormous experience, the officer took charge of 
situation and played a stellar role by giving directions, 
constant guidance & flying inputs at crucial time to the 
frist pilot for safe recovery of the aircraft and her crew. 

Throughout the emergency, the Officer exhibited a high 
degree of maturity; composure and a sense of resolve in the 
face of impending peril, the Officer's prompt and correct 
actions and advice not only averted a catastrophe, but also 
saved eight aircrew lives and an aircraft worth Crores of 
Rupees. 

Commander Niteen Anandrao Yadav displayed exemplary 7 
courage, outstanding professionalism, superior leadership, 
and high perseverance in the face of impending peril. 

2. 15619321 Guardsman Krishan Kumar, Brigade of the 
Guards/ 21 Rashtriya Rifles (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the Award: 03rd July, 2009) 

On 02nd July, 2009, Guardsman Krishan Kumar was scout 
in operation team tasked as stops. From his location, he 
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observed suspicious movement and forewarned his team, 
thereby saving life and limb from the indiscriminate fire 
which ensued. Using cover of ground, he crawled to an 
advantageous fire position and injured the terrorist who 
was neutralized subsequently by the operation team. On 
03rd July, 2009, he volunteered for specific search of the 
forest in Jammu & Kashmir. In the dense vegetation his 
buddy pair was subjected to abrupt and voluminous fire at 
close quarters injuring both persons. Unmindful of his own 
injury and personal safety, he crawled to within five meters 
of the terrorist to extricate his fallen buddy. In the heavy 
exchange of fire, he neutralised the terrorist, but was 
grievously injured. He later succumbed to injuries while 
being evacuated. 

Guardsman Krishan Kumar displayed superb initiative, 
indomitable courage and altemess in fighting the terrorists. 

3. IC-68043 Captain Amit Kumar Singh, Sena Medal, 
2nd Battalion The Bihar Regiment 

(Effective date of the Award : 19th July, 2009) 

On 19th July, 2009, reliable information was received 
regarding move of 03 terrorists along Assam—Arunachal 
Pradesh Border with arms. Displaying extreme presence of 
mind, immaculate planning. Captain Amit Kumar Singh lured 
the terrorists into his creatively cast web into temporary 
shelters in Lakhimpur district of Assam. As the team 
cordoned shelters, terrorists opened indiscriminate fire on 
him at close range. Displaying nerves of steel Captain Amit 
swiftly charged into shelter, closed on one terrorist amid 
volley of fire, pounced on him and single-handedly shot him 
dead in a fierce encounter. 

Sensing danger, another terrorist rushed out to adjoining 
jungles while continuously firing at officer. Undeterred, 
Captain Amit alongwith his buddy chased the terrorist in 
pitch dark jungle for approximately 500 meters. He closed on 
to the terrorist and engaged him by aiming at the flash of 
barrel of terrorist’s pistol. In fierce hand to hand combat, he 
ultimatlely shot the terrorist dead. 

Captain Amit Kumar Singh displayed raw courage, 
undaunted bravery beyond call of duty' and dicimating two 
terrorists single handedly. 

4. JC-560161 Naib Subedar Shiv Pujan Sharma, 2nd 
Battalion The Bihar Regiment 

(Effective date of the Award : 01st August, 2009) 

Naib Subedar Shiv Pujan Sharma was part of an operation 
carried out on 01st August, 2009 in Dhemaji district of Assam 
to nab the terrorists. As cordon in hostile terrain was 
tightened, suspicious move of two terrorists towards the 
village was noticed. On being challenged, they started fleeing 
firing indiscriminately. Naib Subedar Sharma and his buddy 
acting swiftly, fired back on fleeing terrorists. Displaying 
indomitable courage and extreme bravado, he chased one 
terrorist and effectively neutralized him despite under intense 
fire. 


Meanwhile, second terrorist tried to escape into nearby 
jungles. Naib Subedar Sharma chased the terrorist for 
approximately 400 meters and overpowered him. During the 
chase, a pistol round also hit the Bullet Proof Jacket covering 
his abdomen part. In a daring act of defiance and showing 
utter disregard to his personal safety, he neutralised second 
terrorist also at point blank range. 

Naib Subedar Shiv Pujan Sharma displayed daring 
initiative, exceptional valour and raw courage while fighting 
the terrorists. 

5, JC-2300474 Naib Subedar Rang Bahadur Yadav, 
23 Assam Rifles 

(Effective date of the Award : 12th August, 2009) 

On 12th August, 2009 a column under Naib Subedar Rang 
Bahadur Yadav was detailed for Road Opening duty in Ukhrul 
district of Manipur. After establishing the initial two piquets, 
he moved towards the road bend to establish the last piquet. 
While moving to establish the last piquet the scouts spotted 
suspicious movement of some armed men in combat dress 
on either side of the road. On being challenged the party 
came under heavy volume of unprovoked automated fire. 
Naib Subedar Rang Bahadur Yadav displaying presence of 
mind immediately retaliated with fire and launched a counter 
attack alongwith his party. The terrorists on seeing this 
unexpected reaction and retaliation with heavy volume of 
fire started fleeing from the incident site. Naib Subedar Yadav 
chased the terrorists and continued firing on them. He then 
organized thorough cordon and search of the area and 
recovered a body of slain terrorist. 

Naib Subdar Rang Bahadur Yadav displayed conspicuous 
bravery, inspirational leadership and devotion beyond call 
of duty' in fighting the terrorists. 

6. IC-69150 Captain Sunil Narang, 4th Battalion The 
Sikh Light Infantry 

(Effective date of the Award : 27th August, 2009) 

In the night of 26th August, 2009, a well deliberated and 
detailed plan was made by Captain Sunil Narang for carrying 
out cordon and search operation of a village in Baksa district 
of Assam. While the search party was approaching the 
suspected house, the terrorists rushed out firing and fled 
towards North. Captain Sunil Narang who had established 
stops towards north of the village, observed some movement. 
He closed in tactically, towards the suspected site, directed 
stops to take cover and challenged the terrorists. 

On being challenged, the fleeing terrorists started 
indiscriminate automatic fire. The officer willingly took the 
dangerous task of chasing the terrorists. When the terrorist 
did not stop, the officer fired on the terrorists. One of the 
terrorist was wounded and before he could lob a grenade 
to break contact, the officer silenced him with the burst of 
fire. Meanwhile the other terrorist who had taken cover was 
firing indisciminately. Under covering fire of his buddy, the 
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officer crawled and changed his position. Displaying raw 
courage, charged at the terrorist and eliminated him. 

Captain Sunil Narang displayed superlative exemplary 
courage, leadership and boldness in fighting the terrorists. 

7. SS-42657 Lieutenant Navin Nirola. 4th Battalion 
The Kumaon Regiment 

(Effective date of the Award : 29th August, 2009) 

Lieutenant Navin Nirola after meticulous planning 
established an effective intelligence network and gained 
information regarding movement of terrorists in general area 
in Kamrup district of Assam. 

The officer personally led the search party and dosed in 
towards the location where terrorists were sheltering. At 
about 0345 hrs on 29th August, 2009 the search party came 
under heavy' fire. The officer displaying quick reflexes, 
presence of mind opened accurate fire on the terrorists 
forcing them to hide in the forest. He moved stealthily 
towards the terrorists through dense foliage. This bold action 
completely unnerved the terrorists who then tried to escape 
firing indiscriminately. The officer maneuvered himself under 
hostile fire and displaying raw' courage charged the terrorists 
and shot one of them dead. The officer then coordinated 
and motivated his troops to close in towards the second 
terrorist who was firing indisciminately and attempted to lob 
a grenade. Lieutenant Navin Nirola, undeterred by the 
terrorist action, readjusted his position through hostile fire, 
displaying conspicuous gallantry charged and eliminated the 
second terrorist from extremely close range at approx 0445 
hrs. 

Lieutenant Navin Nirola displayed raw courage, 
indomitable spirit, conspicuous gallantry and exemplary 
leadership in fighting the terrorists. 

8. 4366857 Lance Naik Nengmaithem Rajesh Singh, 
21st Battalion the Parachute Regiment (Special 
Forces) 

(Effective date of the Aw'ard : 03rd October, 2009) 

Lance Naik Nengmaithem Rajesh Singh, as part of D 
Assault Team w r as, based on specific intelligence, occupying 
surveillance-cum-ambush positions around a village in 
district Tamenglong, Manipur. 

At 1900 hrs on 03rd October, 2009 the Team’s Backup/ 
Commuinication detachment intercepted terrorist group at a 
village killing two in firelight with rest escaping under cover 
of darkness. Understanding the inherent risks involved 
during night movement with terrorists in vicinity, L/Nk Singh 
immediately volunteered for being Lead Scout. He quickly 
led his Squad to a Village without incidence through dense 
jungle in absolute no moon conditions. At 2015 hrs, the 
Squad encountered a likely ambush site. Without hesitation 
L/Nk Singh crawled forward to check out the location. 
Holding nerves right till end moment wherein terrorist 
movement was confirmed, he opened fire killing first hostile 
instantly, Remaining terrorists retaliated with heavy fire. 


Absolutely unruffled with the incoming fire, he calmly aimed 
to take on second terrorist firing at him. It was then his rifle 
malfunctioned. Instantly he drew his secondary' weapon 
pistol and shot dead the terrorists. Thus, by risking own 
life, he prevented ambush of own troops by personally 
eliminating two hostiles in an operation which overall 
apprehended three and killed four terrorists. 

Lance Naik Nengmaithem Rajesh Singh displayed raw 
courage, gallant actions beyond call of duty and high 
initiative an intensive combat conditions. 

9. JC-413360 Naib Subedar Inder Kumar, 1 st Battalion 

The Parachute Regiment (Special Forces) 

(Effective date of the Aw^ard : 07th October, 2009) 

On the night of 06-07 October, 2009, information was 
received of terrorist movement in general area in Kupwara 
district, Jammu and Kashmir. Naib Subedar Inder Kumar was 
rushed to the area and his squad was deployed in 
surveillance cum Ambush Mode. 

At 0030 hrs on 07th October, 2009 Naib Subedar Inder 
Kumar saw some suspicious movement towards the ambush 
site. As he challenged, his squad came under heavy 
indiscriminate fire. The Junior Commissioned Officer 
employing superior tactical acumen repositioned his squad 
and instructing his buddy for covering fire closed in towards 
one of the terrorist and shot him dead. Displaying indomitable 
courage, he crawled under fire towards the second terrorist 
and in a close fierce fire fight killed him. 

Naib Subedar Inder Kumar displayed exceptional valour, 
heroic initiative and sterling qualities of leadership in fighting 
the terrorists. 

10. 13621161 Lance Havildar Rajan, 1st Battalion the 

Parachute Regiment (Special Forces) 

(Effective date of the Award : 26th October, 2009) 

On 26th October, 2009, Lance Havildar Rajan’s squad was 
tasked to search for terrorists hideout in General area in 
Shupian District of Jammu & Kashmir. Employing superior 
tactical acumen he located the hideout in thick undergrowth 
and immediately positioned his squad around the hideout. 
Thereafter, alongwith his buddy maintaining total surprise, 
crawled and placed an Improvised Explosive Device at the 
entry' of the hideout. As soon as the explosive was detonated, 
the terrorists fired indiscriminately on the squad. Sensing 
grave danger to own troops, Lance Havildar Rajan displaying 
indomitable courage, crawled and closed in towards the 
terrorists. Displaying presence of mind he outmaneuvered 
one terrorist and shot him dead at a very close range. 
However, the Non Commissioned Officer came under heavy 
fire from another terrorist. Undeterred, lobbing grenades he 
again closed in and in a close fierce fire fight killed the 
second terrorist. 

Lance Havildar Rajan displayed exceptional valour, heroic 
initiative beyond the call of duty while fighting the terrorists. 
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11. 13627069 Paratrooper Makung Sarang Huchong, 
21st Battalion The Parachute Regiment (Special 
Forces) 

(Effective date of the Award : 27th October, 2009) 

On 27th October, 2009, Paratrooper Makung Sarang 
Huchong was scout of Assault Squad tasked for overt 
movement to entice terrorists into own ambush locations in 
general area of Thoubal District of Manipur At 1200 hrs 
during a tactical halt he spotted terrorist movement, 
presumably laying ambushes on own route. He quickly 
informed his Squad Commander who immediately moved to 
encouter them. However, while manoeuvering squad to 
advantageous position, the Commander was hit by a terrorist 
sniper bullet. Seeing his Commander wounded and lying 
completely exposed, Ptr Huchong, undaunted by heavy 
hostile fire, dashed out and dragged him to sefety. Terrorists 
realizing their numerical superiority started moving to encircle 
the squad. He quickly crawled to another defiladed position 
from wherein he observed six terrorists closing in. Despite 
being alone and outnumbered, he calmly opened fire oil 
terrorists killing one on the spot. Remaining terrorists 
retaliated with heavy fire resulting in splinter injur}' to his 
leg. However, in the process he critically injured four more 
terrorists forcing them to break engagement and flee in 
absolute disarray. Subsequent terrorist radio intercepts 
confirmed death of another terrorist and serious injur}' to 
four senior cadres. Ptr Huchong’s bravery despite own injur}' 
were monumental in saving life of his wounded Officer, 
ensuring safety of comrades resulting in eliminating two 
terrorists and severely injuring four. 

Paratrooper Makung Sarang Huchong displayed 
conspicuous bravery, high initiative at such young age/ 
service, risking own life to save lives of comrades in adverse 
combat conditions despite being injured. 

12. 1C-66201 Captain Sunil Yadav, Punjab Regiment/ 
37 Rashtriya Rifles 

(Effective date of the Award : 28th October, 2009) 

On 28th October, 2009, based on specific intelligence, 
Captain Sunil Yadav was tasked to lead an operation to 
eliminate two terrorists hiding in a house of a village in 
Poonch District of Jammu & Kashmir. 

The officer meticulously planned the operation and 
closed-in at the target house undetected taking cover of 
rugged nalas and forest patches. The owner of the house 
confirmed presence of two terrorists Inside. The officer got 
the house evacuated of all civilians. Immediately afterwards, 
two terrorists opened up heavy fire and tried to escape. 
Showing presence of mind Capt Sunil Yadav fired with his 
personal weapon and fatally injured one of the terrorists. 
With complete disregard to his personal safety, he climbed 
on the rooftop and lobbed hand/stun grenades through 
chimney and windows. With continued exchange of fire for 
more than six hours, he was able to kill the second terrorist 
after midnight. 


Captain Sunil Yadav exhibited exceptional leadership 
qualities, tactical acumen and raw courage in fighting the 
terrorists. 

13. IC-55217 Lieutenant Colonel Aditya Negi, Sena 
Medal, 3 Gorkha Rifles/32 Rashtriya Rifles 

(Effective date of the Award : 09th November, 2009) 

On 09th November, 2009, based on intelligence received 
about the presence of two terrorists in a village in Baramullah 
district of Jammu & Kashmir, Lieutenant Colonel Adity a Negi, 
executed a surgical cordon and search operation. At 0330 
hours, the unsespecting terrorists came into contact with 
the officer face to face. On being challenged, the terrorists 
opened fire. Effective fire from the officer ensured that the 
terrorists did not escape and they entered into one house. 
During search, the terrorists opened up heavy' volume of 
fire onto Lt Col Aditya Negi and his part}'. During the fire 
fight, the officer unmindful of his personal safety closed in 
and shot dead one terrorist. The second terrorist taking over 
of several rooms continued to fire onto the search party. 
After five hours of intense firefight, the terrorist attempted 
to break contact and run into the adjoining house. As he 
made an attempt to escape, an accurate burst from the officer 
brought the terrorist down and he died instantaneously. 

Lieutenant Colonel Aditya Negi displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, valour, true grit and rising above the call of duty 
while fighting the terrorists. 

14. 2602065 Naik Baiju B, 7th Battalion The Madras 
Regiment 

(Effective date of the Award: 14th November, 2009) 

On 14 November, 2009, Naik Baiju B was part of Quick 
Reaction Team which rushed to a village in Baramullah 
district of Jammu & Kashmir to reinforce a small team which 
had established contact with terrorists. 

After intense degradation of the target, he alongwith his 
Commanding Officer carefully approached the dhok and 
crawled up to its roof for house clearing drill. On reaching 
the rooftop Naik Baiju then slowly crept further forward and 
unmindful of own safety threw three grenades from a small 
opening into the dhok. This resulted in severe injuries to 
the terrorists hiding below. Further on entering the dhok for 
final clearance, he showed phenomenal presence of mind 
when he shot one terrorist who was hiding behind one of 
the doors of the dhok from close range thus preventing 
casualties to the house clearing party. 

Naik Baiju B showed exemplified personal braver)', 
professionalism and sheer guts in fighting the terrorists. 

15. 4002995 Sepoy Surender Kumar, Dogra Regiment/ 
62 Rashtriya Rifles (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the Award: 13th January, 2010) 

On 13th January 2010, Sepoy Surender Kumar was the 
buddy of his Company Commander whose team cordoned 
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a house in a village in Kulgam district of Jammu & Kashmir 
in which two terrorists were present. After some time a 
Police Party also arrived to join the operation. Unmindful of 
the presence of terrorists in the target house a few members 
of this party moved without cover. On seeing this, the 
terrorists opened indiscriminate fire and injured one of the 
police personnel. Displaying exceptional initiative, Sep 
Surender Kumar under a hail of bullets, moved swiftly and 
pulled out the injured policeman. In doing so, he sustained 
a bullet injury. Despite injury, he changed his position and 
killed the terrorist before succumbing to his injury. 

Sepoy Surender Kumar showed unparalleled courage and 
camaraderie against grave odds. 

16. 4001514 Sepoy Ravi Kant, Dogra Regiment/11 
Rashtriya Rifles (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the Award: 04th February, 2010) 

On specific intelligence of four terrorists, Sepoy Ravi 
Kant, as pan of cordon around dbok in Kishtwar district of 
Jammu & Kashmir spotted heavy terrorist fire from window 
on 04th February', 2010. He manoeuvred close and lobbed 
grenade into the dhok, forcing the District Commander of 
the terrorist outfit to jump out firing. Sepoy Ravi Kant 
displaying raw courage charged and shot him at point blank 
range. 

Appreciating terrorists might escape, he redeployed and 
killed a Tehsil Commander of the terrorist outfit who charged 
firing indiscriminately. Third terrorist fried to escape injuring 
him with gunshot wound. Sepoy Ravi Kant retaliated and 
injured this terrorist, subsequently killed by his buddy. 
Fourth terrorist tried to escape from rear window. Sepoy 
Ravi Kant left cover, sustaining another burst of three 
rounds, blocked this terrorist, fired effectively and injured 
him before sacrificing his life. Throughout firefight he 
displayed boldness and courage of refraining from firing at 
lady terrorist and her children present there. 

Sepoy Ravi Kant displayed exceptional act of gallantry 
in eliminating two hardcore terrorists and made the supreme 
sacrifice to save human fife and proving “faithful unto death”. 

17. 1C-61307 Major Deepak Yadav, Army Education 

Corps/Embassy of India, Kabul (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the Award: 26th February, 2010) 

Major Deepak Yadav was deployed to Kabul as part of 
the Indian English Language Team. In the early morning 
hours of 26th February, 2010, a well guarded residential 
compound housing six Army medical officers, four 
paramedics and two other Army officers were attacked by 
heavily armed terrorist suicide bombers. The attack was 
initiated by the detonation of a suicidal vehicle borne 1ED 
at the boundary wall resulting in the instantaneous death of 
three security guards and total collapse of the boundary 


wall and the residential compound. A heavily armed terrorist 
suicide bomber then entered the compound throwing hand 
grenades and subjecting it to volleys of Kalashnikov fire, 
thereby catching the unarmed occupants by total surprise. 
The terrorist then started room to room search for any sign 
of survivors. Standing up to the challenge in the face of 
certain death, unarmed Maj Deepak Yadav alongwith his 
buddy crawled out of the debris of their respective rooms 
and rushed towards those of the three officers on one side 
of the guesthouse and directed them towards a bathroom 
located in the inner most comer of the guesthouse. Their 
hiding place was by then ablaze because of grenade attacks 
and their clothing was on fire. When the terrorist finally 
blew up his suicide vest as a resuit of heroic act of another 
officer. Maj Deepak Yadav exhorted other four officers to 
move out of the burning room. In doing so he himself got 
trapped in the burning room and unfortunately got charred 
to death. 

Major Deepak Yadav displayed exemplary courage, grit, 
determination and valour beyoud the call of duty and made 
the supreme sacrifice in the face of a terrorist suicide bomber 
attack. 

18. IC-61324 Major Nitesh Roy, Army Education Corps/ 

Embassy of India, Kabul (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the Award: 26th February, 2010) 

Major Nitesh Roy was deployed to Kabul as part of the 
Indian English Language Team. In the early morning of 
26th February, 2010, a well guarded residential compound 
housing six Army medical officers, four paramedics and two 
other Army officers were attacked by heavily armed and 
determined terrorist suicide bombers. The attack was initiated 
by the detonation of a suicidal vehicle borne IED at the 
boundary' wall resulting in die instantaneous death of three 
security guards and ioial collapse of the boundary wall and 
the residential compound. A heavily armed terrorist suicide 
bomber then entered the compound throwing hand grenades 
and subjecting it to volleys of Kalashnikov fire, thereby 
catching the unamied occupants by total surprise. The 
terrorist then started room to room search for any sign of 
survivors. Standing up to the challenge in the face of certain 
death, unarmed Maj Nitesh Roy alongwith his buddy crawled 
out of the debris of their respective rooms and rushed 
towards those of the three officers on one side of the 
guesthouse and directed them towards a bathroom located 
in the inner most comer of the guesthouse.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 


Acting on a source information indicating presence of terrorists in Kalyar and 
Pinga Gali Forests, in the area of Police Station Dharmsal, a joint operation was 
launched by Rajouri Police and 54 RR on 13.01.2009. The operation party cordoned 
otf the area and asked the terrorists to surrender. The terrorists hiding in the jungle 
fired upon the operation party. The fire was retaliated and an encounter ensued. 
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Constable Mushtaq Hussain Shah and SPO Nissar Hussain fought bravely with 
terrorists without caring for their lives. Both of them received bullet injuries and 
later on succumbed to their injuries. Dy.SP (Ops) Rajouri in a very tactful manner 
re-organized the operation party after initial loss, reached the actual site of 
encounter and removed the dead bodies of the jawans. The terrorists again fired 
upon the operation party and Dy.SP (Ops) Rajouri exhibited great presence of mind, 
and swiftly retaliated the fire thereby saving the lives of Police parties and 
restraining the terrorist from escaping. The terrorists were repeatedly asked to 
surrender but they again started indiscriminate firing. Dy.SP(Ops) along with his 
party performed an exemplary role in the operation and eliminated two dreaded 
terrorists. The slain terrorists were active in the District for the last few years and 
were involved in numerous civilians killings. They were later identified as Abu 
Talha R/O POK of LeT outfit and Ashfaq R/O Kishtwar of HM outfit. With the 
elimination of these dreaded terrorists, LeT /HM outfits operating in the District 
received a great set back.

Statement of service for which the decoration has bee n awarded. 

On 23/03/08 on receipt of intelligence from SP(Ops) JKP Srinagar about 
presence of militants in village Dagarpora, Telbel under PS Nageen Srinagar a joint 
Operation was planned in which G/122 under command ot Sh. S.K. Jha , A/C, 
D/139 under Command of Sh. G.S. Negi, A/C and D/112 under Command of Sh. 
J.P. Balai, D/C were present. After completion of cordon as planned, a joint party 
of CRPF and JKP under command of Inspector Rajender Singh Rahi of J&KP were 
ordered to be positioned by SP (Ops) JKP at a double storied house just behind the 
hideout of militants. CT/GD Pramod Kumar and CT/GD Shyam Singh of G/122 
Bn, who were manning LMG 1 & 2 under Command HC Basappa Bilgundi were 
also in the party. When this party reached near the front entrance of building, 
militants suddenly lobbed a grenade on the joint party followed by heavy firing but 
fortunately the grenade did not explode. The militants then resorted to heavy' firing 
from southern direction from the identified house towards the double storied 
building. The fire was adequately retaliated by CT/GD Pramod Kumar and Late 
CT/GD Shyam Singh of G/122 Bn, CRPF who were on LMG 1 & 2 . The joint 
party of CRPF and J&K Police including CT Pramod Kumar & Late CT Shyam 
Singh regrouped then near the T-junction after withdrawing from their original 
position to plan next strategy. Notwithstanding to this sudden change of events, CT 
Pramod Kumar & Late CT Shyam Singh displayed sheer bravery to expose 
themselves and tired upon the fleeing militants alongwith 2-3 JKP personnel. 
CT/GD Shyam Singh sustained bullet injuries on his head but gallantly held his 
ground inspite of heavy fire by militant and continued to retaliate the fire of 
militant. In this fierce close quarter gun battle both the militants were also hit by 
bullets fired by CT Shyam Singh & CT Pramod Kumar. One of militant got killed 

and the other militant managed to escape. Three J&K Police personnel namely CT 
Irshad Ahmed, CT. Md.Kabeer & CT. Bashir Ahmed also sustained bullet injuries. 
The injured JKP personnel were immediately evacuated to the PCR hospital, 
Srinagar where they were declared as brought dead. The killed militant was 
later identified as Abu Faisal (Pakistan trained Militant), self styled Divisional

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Commander of LeT. Following arms & ammunitions were recovered from his 
possession, AK-47 rifle -01, Mag. AK-47 rifle -01, Live Ammunitions - 13 , 
Grenade - 03, Pouch-01. 

In this encounter S/Shri (Late) Shyam Singh, Constable and Pramod Kumar, 
Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On 31.10.2009, Shri Shahnawaz Qasim, SP Warrangal, received specific 
information about the movement of outlawed CPI Maoists Action Team in Regonda 
mandal villages and the surrounding areas to commit murders and sensational 
cognizable offences. On this infonnation, Shri Shahnawaz, SP analyzed the 
information thread bare and he along with OSD, Warrangal who deal exclusively 
with organizing anti-extremists operations prepared a meticulous operational plan. 
The SP and OSD, Warrangal pooled up the available District Guards party for 
organizing a raid on the camp. They briefed the party' about the importance of the 
information and precautions related to possible ambush, claymore mines and 
landmines. Shri Shahnawaz Qazim, SP, Shri Hanamkonda, Cl, Shri A Sreenu, RSI, 
Shri B Raghupathi, PC and District Guards consisting of 15 members left the 
district headquarters on 31.10.2009 at about 12.30 hrs. The whole party was divided 
into two parties one as assault party led by the Shri Shahnawaz Qasim, SP along 
with Shri A Sreenu, RSI apd Shri B Raghupathi, PC with 05 supporting members 
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and others as cut off party led by Shri Hanamkonda , CI. The assault party got 
dropped at the outskirts of Kotancha (v) and the cut off party was dropped in 
between Lingala and Pochampalli villages. As all the tracks through the fileds were 
suspected to be heavily mined , Shri Shahnawaz Qasim, SP along with Shri A 
Sreenu, RSI and Shri B Raghupathi, PC started moving cross country on foot 
following field tactics meticulously. After moving 1 V 2 Kms, at about 1500 hrs, the 
SP noticed the movement of three armed extremists along with weapons at the three 
mounds of dug up earth, near a cotton field. 

Shri Shahnawaz Qasim , SP again sub-divided his entire party in two parties, 
one as assault party led by him along with Shri A Sreenu, RSI and Shri B 
Raghupathi, PC. The other as cut off party with 5 members led by SI District 
Guards. The Shri Shahnawaz Qasim , SP was in the first assault group. After the 
cut off party took its position on possible escape route, Shri Shahnawaz Qasim , SP 
gave signal for advancement of the assault party. As the assault party approached 

the camp of extremists by crawling the sentry who smelled the advancing police 
party alerted the extremists in the camp by shouting “Police” and simultaneously 
opened rapid fire on the assault party. The extremists numbering about 03 who 
were in a dominant location immediately opened indiscriminate fire in all direction ; 
with automatic weapons and simultaneously hurled HE grenades. Shri Shahnawaz j 
Qasim , SP warning the extremists to stop fire and surrender to police , ordered the j 
assault party to move forward towards extremists camp taking available cover. As j 
the extremists failed to yield to the repeated warnings and continued heavy firing i 
with intention to kill the police, the Shri Shahnawaz Qasim , SP, Warrangal ordered 
the party to reply fire of extremists in self defense and also alerted the cut off party 
to seal the escape route. Shri Shahnawaz, SP unmindful of grave risk to his life 
replying fire of extremists, advanced close to the camp site. One of the extremists 
taking cover and advantage of the field managed to escape, while the other police 
by incessant fire from the camp place. The fierce gun battle resembled a warlike 1 
situation in the fields. The Shri Shahnawaz Qasim , SP Warrangal, Shri A Sreenu, 
RSI and Shri B Raghupathi, PC though were under intense fire from extremists and 
the stream of bullets were passing from a hair split distance, bravely chased the 
extremists without caring for his personnel safety' and through a controlled fire 
neutralized the firing of extremists. With his single act of courage and fearlessness 
the extremists were taken aback. With his gallant action and high degree of 
leadership, Shri Shahnawaz Qasim , SP converted the dis-advantageous position of 
the Police into advantageous position. In this situation also Shri Shahnawaz Qasim, 

SP did not care for his personnel safety and life but dedicated himself in the line of 
duty. The firing from extremists continued till 1515 hrs. Shri Shahnawaz, SP, 
Shri A Sreenu, RSI and Shri B Raghupathi, PC though in small numbers, retaliated 
valiantly without caring for their lives. The police party searched the scene and 
found dead bodies of two male cadres at the camp site who were identified as (a) 
Manthani Raju @ Mangali Raju @ Daya @ Dayakar @ Sudhakar, S/o Pochaiah, 29 
yrs, Mangali, r/o Jangedu (v), Bhupalpalli(m), Warrangal Distt, NTSZC Alternative 
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Members, KKW Member and DCS Warrangal. (b) Nuneti Venkatesh @ Bhaskar @ 
Bapana @ Madhu @ Mahesh, S/o Komuraiah, 25 yrs, Golla, r/o Peddakomatipally 
(v) of Mogullapally (m) of Warrangal Distt, Action Team Member/Commander.

On the request of Shri T. Narasing Rao, SIB, SP, Warangal sent SI Matwada 
with District Special Party for the assistance of Shri A. Surender Rao, Dy, SP and 
Shri V.V. Rami Reddy, ARPC. Shri T. Narasing Rao, SP, Shri A. Surender Rao, 
Dy.SP and Shri V.V. Rami Reddy, ARPC with the district special party started 
search operations in the evening of 1.4,2008 from Reheur Village. Since, the area is 
highly mined with land mines, Shri T. Narasing Rao, SP, Shri A. Surender Rao, 
Dy.SP and Shri V.V. Rami Reddy, ARPC with the police party halted for the right 
in the forest near Rampur village. On 02.04.2008 in the early hours the police 
parties resumed combing operations and in the process, around at 6.45 am they 
sighted six Maoists including a women all armed with sophisticated fire arms. 
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Grenades, claymore mines clad in olive green uniforms. Shri T Narsing Rao, SP, 
Shri A Surender Rao, Dy. SP and Shri V V Rami Reddy, ARPC clearly identified 
Gajarla Saraiah and upon this input, SI Matwada disclosed the identity of the police 
party to extremists to lay down their arms and surrender. However, the Maoists who 
were well prepared getting down the hillock in the opposite direction noticing the 
police party in disadvantages position opened fire on police indiscriminately to kill 
them. Since the police party took defensive position for safety and pleaded with the 
extremists to surrender, Shri T. Narasing Rao, SP, Shri A. Surender Rao, Dy.SP 
and Shri V.V. Rami Reddy, ARPC who were moving ahead felt that in this process 
Gajarla Saraiah would definitely manage to escape in the milea. There was 
indiscriminate fire from the side of the Maoists and any step forwarded by the 
police party amounted nothing but inviting imminent death. 

In all normal prudence either taking defensive cover or to retreat a little was 
justified and advisable in such an explosive critical situation because of the 
imminent danger involved to their lives. Nevertheless, Shri T Narsing Rao, SP, 
Shri A Surender Rao, Dy. SP and Shri V V Rami Reddy, ARPC felt that losing 
sight of Azad was as costly as missing him forever. Therefore Shri T. Narasing Rao, 
SP determined to chase Gajarla Saraiah, rather than considering their own lives and 
personal safety. With such determination Shri T. Narasing Rao, SP, Shri A. 
Surender Rao, Dy.SP and Shri V.V. Rami Reddy, ARPC rushed towards the 
Maoists in the spree of bullets desperately returning fire in self defense to nab 
Gajarla Saraiah unmindful of their safety and security, because they considered that 
getting at Gajarla Saraiah alive or dead was more precious than their lives. With this 
determined action by Shri T. Narasing Rao, SP, Shri A. Surender Rao, Dy.SP and 
Shri V.V. Rami Reddy, ARPC, however, the most wanted and dreaded Maoist 
leader Gajarla Saraiah @ Azad - MHSCM reward Rs. 10 Lakhs who was at large 
for about two decades was killed along with his accomplice Bollampally Aruna @ 
Rama @ Padma - MHSAC Member rew ard Rs. 3 laks in the exchange of fire. Both 
the deceased were clad in olive green uniforms and one .30 Carbine, one 9 mm 
Pistol, one .38 Revolver, six live rounds and four kit bags containing highly 
classified Maoist literature were also found at place of exchange of fire. With this 
successful daring operation the activities of Gajarla Saraiah @ Azad had come to an 
end and people had a sigh of relief. Had the Police party not taken a decision to 
pounce upon Gajarla Saraiah @ Azad at the expense of their lives and personal 
safety, this outstanding success would not have been achieved as the police party 
preferred to lose their lives rather than missing the targets in the interest of the 
State.

S.P and O.S.D Vizianagaram collected precise information through their 
reliable source, in co-ordination with S.P Rayagada Distt. of Orissa State, the banned 
CPI Maoist cadres of Srikakulam & Koraput joint division Committee are camping 
in Rengalapadu Forest area near Orhada village about 32 Kms from Elwinpeta P.S. 
of Vizianagaram Distt. and 42 Kms from Chandili P.S of Rayagada Distt. Orissa - 
State. Shri Ch Rajula Naidu, Sub Inspector and Shri P Suresh Kumar Constable 
along with special taskforce and Special Operation Group of Orissa dropped for 
combing operations at Muluguda (v) forest area of Elwinpeta P.S limits and started 
combing on 10.08.2009 at 2200 hrs 

Under the overall leadership of Shri Ch Rajula Naidu Sub Inspector and Shri 
P Suresh Kumar Constable as scout -1, the police party started combing operations 
at about 0645 hours at Rengalapadu Forest area near Orhada (v). Shri Ch Rajula 
Naidu moved with six other members from one flank and Shri P.Suresh Kumar with 
others covered another flank, they fired in self defense and started crawling towards 
Maoists by hiding themselves and chased them upto 150 mtrs distance on a steep 
hill.

On the information of Shri M Ravinder Reddy, about the movements of top 
Maoists of North Telangana, in Kallegaon forest Kerameri(m), Adilabad district, on 
01.12.2009, an operation was planned with SIB, Greyhounds and special parties. 
Nothwithstanding the hostile conditions like hilly terrain with thick forest and 
suspected mined tracks, the police party led by DAC and Shri M Ravinder Reddy 
including Shri B Chenchaiah and Shri R K Rajesh Raju reached Kallegaon outskirts 
on 01.12.2009 night and took LUP. 

On 2.12.2009, combing the forest, they reached Rajukonda hillock at 1750 
hours and noticed about 20 Maoists armed with sophisticated deadly weapons. 
Immediately they divided into assault and cutoff parties. The assault party led by 
Shri M Ravinder Reddy, comprising Shri B Chenchaiah and Shri R K Rajesh Raju, 
following tactical movements, took positions. But as one among the two sentries, 
guarding the Maoists, alerted them on observing the police, all the Maoists fired 
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indiscriminately on police. Charging forward without caring enemies fire, Shri M 
Ravinder Reddy and Sh R K Rajesh Raju retaliated bravely by firing at them taking 
partially exposed covers. The exchange of fire lasted for 15 minutes in which Shri M 
Ravinder Reddy, Shri B, Chenchaiah, Shri K. Sattish Kumar and Shri R K Rajesh 
Raju putting their lives at risk, killed two notorious Maoists l) Chippakurthy Ravi @ 
Suresh, DCM,Adilabad district committee and 2) Allem Thirupathi @ Punnam, 
Commander (DCS), Combat Platoon. 

One AK 47 rifle, one 7.62 SLR, one TSM gun, one 9mm pistol ,two wireless 
hand sets and ammunition were recovered.

On 09.06.2008 at 9.00 pm acting on a secret information about certain 
hardcore ULFA extremists hiding at village Polashbari, Nathkushi under Borbari 
PS, Shri Mugdha Jyoti Dev Mahanta, APS, Addl.SP, Baksa informed the SP Baksa 
about the matter and discussed the operational plan with Dy.SP CRPF, 10 th Bn, F 
Coy Mushalpur and immediately laid a trap to apprehend the militants. He 
immediately rushed to the spot with the available armed personnel to the village 
Polashbari and cordoned the area. During raid on the basis of further input Shri 
Mahanta, APS with his team arrived at the house of one Shri Gouri Kanta Nath at 9- 
30 PM. As soon as the party entered the boundary premises of the said house, a 
volley of fire come out of the said house. ULFA extremists lobbed one hand 
grenade aiming at the police party but fortunately, Addl. SP Mahanta who was 
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leading from the front managed to save himself and retaliated. He with the party 
advanced returning the fire in complete disregard for his personal safety and 
showing exemplary courage and presence of mind, reacted instantly and 
immediately fired 10 rds from his personal weapon. Simultaneously he commanded 
his party for immediate retaliation. The effective command of Addl. SP Baksa Shri 
M J Mahanta APS encouraged the other police personnel and they also retaliated 
effectively. The exchange of fire between them continued for about half an hour, s 
Subsequently during vigorous search operation 2(two) hardcore ULFA militants ! 
were found lying dead near the place of occurrence who were later identified as S/S 
Captain Dharijya Deka @ Ratan Deka I.C Cdr 29 th Battalion and S/s Sjt Major 
Rava @ Lankeswar Rava of 709 Bn. of ULFA Organization. 

Meanwhile, two other miscreants managed to escape by taking cover of 
darkness and bamboo groves.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On II th June, 2009 at about 12,30 am, based on a secret information about 
the presence of NDFB(Anti Talk) cadre at Naharbari area inside Doldoli Reserve 
Forest, under Diphu P S, a search operation was planned by Dy.SP (HQ) Karbi 
Anglong, Mr. Lamhao Doungel(APS), Mr.Doungel with Mr. Nishant Kalra of 5 th 
Rajputana Rifles Camp, Diphu and OC Diphu P S started the operation at Naharbari 
area. All together 35 personnel including officers and men participated in the 
operation. Leading the operation from front, Shri Doungel moved towards the 
jungle area with the search party. It was a thick jungle track very prone to ambush 
or IED attack. 

At about 3.30 am, after getting closer to the suspected location, a thatch 
house on the hill top, Mr. Doungel meticulously climbed the hill track with a plan to 
encircle the house and to search at day break. All of a sudden a hail of bullet was 
sprayed towards the direction of the search party. Mr. Doungel who was leading 
from the front immediately fired back from his AK-47 rifle and after ensuring that 
there was no casualty from the side of search party, he directed his troops to take 
position for self protection. Despite being at a disadvantageous location, Dy.SP 
Doungel showed exemplary courage and chased the militants on higher ground by 
taking cover behind a tree and also directed the party to take position and fire 
towards the militants. It was a rainy night in the month of June with darkness 
covering the thick jungle. Dy.SP Doungel maintained the pressure and courageously 
stood the real test of life by meticulous planning and precise execution of the 
operation. The exchange of fire lasted for about 45 minutes. Finally when the firing 
stopped, the search party advanced and came across a Sentry post of the militant 
about 30 metres from the thatch house and the following items were recovered. 

(a) EFCs of AK ammunition-15 Nos. (b) Chinese Grenade-01 No. (c) Live 
AK Ammunition-70 rds. (d) AK. Magazine-02 Nos.(e) Magazine pouch-01 No. (f) 
Nokia Mobile-02 Nos (g) Woolen Blanket-01 No.(h) Plastic ground sheet-01 No (i) 
Incriminating documents of NDFB (j) Money receipt book etc. 

On further observation of the PO, a blood stain was found directing towards 
the jungle and on trailing the stain for about 50 meters, located a dead body along 
/, with one AK-56 Rifle lying by the side. The dead body was later identified as 
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" NDFB cadre Sri.Bolo Daimary(26) S/o Shri Noresh Daimary, Village Naharbari 
PO/PS-Diphu, District-Karbi Anglong, Assam. This refers Diphu PS Case No.66/09 
U/Sl20/12l/121(A)/122/123/307 IPC R/W Sec.25(a) 27 Arms Act. There were 
more blood stains in the surrounding areas which indicates that, more cadres were 
hit by a bullet. Dy.SP Doungel tactfully planned a more vigorous operation using 
sniffer dogs and ultimately after a hot chase another encounter took place the next 
morning i.e 12.06.2009 at Nagaland border where NDFB(Anti Talk) tax 
commander of the district Sr. Dangkhao @ Dhiren Boro ofRangia in Karup district, 
a Bangladesh trained cadre was killed and four others were apprehended. Out of 
the four cadres, two of them sustain bullet injury from the previous morning 
encounter at Naharbari, Sri.Biswar(25) of village-Thaigarguri of Biswanath 
CharialiSonipur district, received bullet injury in his left palm and lower abdomen, 
Sri.Tularam Basumatary of Howraghat Karbi Anglong district received bullet injury 
in his left leg. As per their revelations M-20Pistol and 9mm Carbine were recovered 
from their hideouts. This refers Diphu PS C/No.67/09. 


It has to be noted that, both the slain NDFB Tax Commander, Dangkhao @ 
Dhiren Boro and Bolo Daimary the action commander of the district, were involved 
in massive extortion and killing in the district. Both of them were involved in the 
sensational killing of Diphu Ward No.4 Commissioner Shri Apu Das family 
members including his wife, two daughters and a female tutor in cold blood on 19 th 
May, 2009. This refers Diphu P S Case No.60/09. Again another extortion related 
killing, on 23 rd February 2009, the same group killed a Hindi Speaking businessman 
Shri Sohiram Parikh S/o Shri Sohonlal Parikh of Panbari area of Diphu town. This 
refers Diphu PS Case No.21/09. The above involvement of the two slain cadres was 
admitted by Shri Dipak Swargiary the apprehended NDFB cadre during 
interrogation. 


The operation was conducted in a village which is very hostile to movement 
of security forces and scanty information is available about their movement. The 
route itself is highly prone to ambush and IED attack. The meticulous planning, 
tactical move in adverse situation, courage and above all leadership displayed by 
Shri Doungel, Dy. SP(HQ) Shri Lambao Doungel in the face of a situation where 
there was grave threat to his life too, resulted in the success of operation and 
neutralizing of an action commander and tax commander of NDFB(Anti-Talk) 
faction which act as a demoralizing factor in the ranks of other militants as well. 


In this encounter Shri Lamhao Doungel, Deputy Superintendent of Police 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On the night of 30.08.2009, Shri P K Dutta, APS, Supdt. of Police, Kokrajhar 
obtained a specific intelligence that one Shri Tilak Ch.Sarma was in the captivity of 
a group of hardcore NDFB militants (anti-talk faction) at village Thaisuguri under 
Kachugaon Police Station. The aforesaid person was kidnapped from Gossaigaon 
Town on the evening of 28.08.2009. 

So, immediately, on being led by Shri P K Dutta, a small team ot Police 
personnel accompanied with army personnel of 11* Maratha L.I proceeded to the 
above village with a view to recover the aforesaid victim. On the way, they 
abandoned their vehicle at Village Sialmari and moved on foot with a view to 
conduct a surprise raid on the hideout of the militants. Inspite of the incessant tain 
and difficult terrain, at about 3.30 AM(31.08.2009), they reached close to the 
suspected hideout to establish a cordon to cut off the escape routes ot the militants. 
But then suddenly, they came under indiscriminate and heavy tire trom 
sophisticated weapons Shri P K Dutta and his PSOs immediately returned the fire 
and ordered to cordon both the right and left flanks of the hideout while they moved 
towards the left flank by taking cover of a thatch house which was located close to 

the pond behind. 

However, since the firing was continuing from the militants side, the Police 
partv led by Shri Dutta and his two PSOs were stopped from advancing jurther. in 

any case, the thatched house was not a proper cover from fire and many bullets ot 
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the militants had already hit the wall of the house. At this juncture, Shri Dutta and 
his PSOs begans to crawl towards the pond with a view to gain an advantageous 
position with cover from fire afforded by a bark of a tree lying near the pond. 
However, while doing so, Shri Dutta and his PSOs were totally exposed and were 
under considerable risk to their lives. Not withstanding the risk involved to their 
lives and personal safety, Shri Dutta and his PSOs displayed exemplary courage and 
attacked in a gallant fashion in the face of all odds and adversity and finally could 
manage to neutralize one of the militants from a close range who was taking shelter 
in the midst of bushes and trees. 

Another militant was neutralized by the Army who were on the right flank. 
The slained militants were later on identified as hardcore cadres of the Anti-talk 
faction of the NDFB(Ranjan Daimary Group). They were (a) Shri Roshan Narzary 
(25 Years) S/o Shri Sukursing Narzary, Vill-Bonglabari, PS-Serfanguri. (b) Janjit 
Muchahary (28 Years) S/o Shri Sambhunalh Muchahary, Vill-Banlabari, PS-

On 07.05.2009 at about i400 hrs. information regarding movement of one 
ULFA linkman in a Sonari Bound bus from Dibrugarh was received from the 
Superintendent of Police, Dibrugarh. On the basis of the information an ambush 
was laid near Bhaju Railway Station under Sonari Police Station by Shri Jayanta 
Sarathi Borah, SDPO Sonari and Army personnel from 871 Field Regiment, Camp- 
Sapekhati. During the search operation the ULFA linkman Shri Dhananta Gayan, 
S/o Shri Dulal Gayan of Teokhabi Gaon under Sonari P.S was apprehended. On the 
spot interrogation, the ULFA linkman gave some vital clue regarding sheltering ot 
4(four) ULFA cadres with sophisticated weapons in the house of Mr. Atul Borah of 
Teokhabi gaon. Shri Singha Ram Mili, APS Addl. Supdt of Police (Border) 
Dibrugarh who initially unearthed the source information regarding ULFA linkman 
was also apprised regarding apprehension of ULFA linkman. He along his staff and 
QRT team immediately started for Sonari for next phases of operation as per 
discussion with Sivasagar police. At about 16.40 hrs, a joint search operation by the 
police from Sivasagar and Dibrugarh district and Army from 871 Field Regiment, 
Camp-Sapekhati under the leadership of Singha Ram Mili, APS, Addl. Supdt. ot 
police(Border), Dibrugarh, Major S Ramesh of 871 Field Regiment and Shri 
Jayanta Sarathi Borah, APS, SDPO, Sonari, Sivasagar was conducted at 
Teokhabigaon under Sonari P.S. The operation party cordoned the entire village and 
search operation was conducted. While the operation party approached closer to the 
house, the ULFA militants opened indiscriminate fire towards the operation party 
to kill the members of the team, Shri Singha Ram Mili, APS Addl. Supdt. of 
Police(Border) Dibrugarh, Shri Jayanta Sarathi Borah, APS, SDPO Sonari 
organized and guided staff comprising of SI Shyamanta Shanna of Sonari P.S, SI 
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Rajib Kumar Saikia O/c Naharkatia PS, SI Debojit Das O/c Sonari PS and others 
for immediate retaliation. Accordingly, Shri Singha Ram Mili APS Addl. Supdt. of 
Police(Border) Dibrugarh, Shri Jayanta Sarathi Borah and his subordinates 
retaliated the fire while doing so, the officers recommended had to expose 
themselves for a better vision and for effective neutralization of the attackers with 
no thought or fear for their own lives. During the encounter two hardcore militants 
namely, self styled Cpl.Jintu Changmai @ Anal Singha Phukan @ master S/o Late 
Duleswar Changmai of Changmai gaon, PS-Borhat, Distt-Sivasagar and self styled 
Cpl. Anup Baruah @ Likon Ignti @ Gathi S/o Late Bhudeswar Baruah of 
Lakhipathar Rangchangi gaon under Digboi P.S Distt-Tinsukia got killed and other 
two managed to escape from the scene taking advantage of darkness and jungle. 
One UMG, one AK*56Rifle, 03 Nos. Magazine of both the Rifles, 42 rounds 
ammunition, 20 Nos. Electronic Detonators, 02 magazine pouches were recovered 
from the dead bodies and seized as per law in connection with Sonari P.S 
C/No. 118/09 U/S 121/121 <3)/307 IPC R/W Sec.25(i)(a)/27 Arms Act R/W 
Sec.lO/13UA(P) Act. 

In this encounter S/Shri Singha Ram Mili, Additional Superintendent of 
Police and Jayanta Sarathi Borah, Sub Divisional Police Officer displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On 06.10.2004 morning, the Sr. S.P., Patna on getting a tip off that notorious 
desperado Vikki Sharma alongwith some of his associates was planning to kidnap a 
child from near Central School, Kankarbagh, situated close to New Bye-pass Road, 
ordered quick constitution of a raiding party' to foil the evil design of the gangsters 
and arrest them alive, if possible. Without losing any time, a police team, consisting 
of (1) Sri Shashi Bhushan Sharma, Dy. S.P. Law & Order, as leader, (2) Sri Promod 
Kumar, Inspector of Police-cum-Officer-Incharge, Kadamkuan, P.S., (3) Sri 
Rajendra Singh, Inspector of Police-cum-Officer Incharge, Kotwall P.S. (4) Sri 
Ajoy Kumar Singh, Inspector of Police-cum-Officer Incharge, Patliputra P.S. (5) 
S.I. Sanjay Kumar Singh, Police Lines (6) Hav. 284 Ram Badan Paswan (7) Const., 
1800 Md.Ghulam Mustafa (8) S.I. Binod Kumar Pandey of Kotwali P.S. (9) S.I 
Kailash Ram of Kotwali P.S. (10) A.S.I. Harilal Manjhi of Patliputra P.S. and (11) 
Const., 3049, Aftab Alam of District Police was constituted, which proceeded 
quickly on 2 vehicles, after proper briefing, to the indicated place to verify 
the secret information received and to take appropriate steps to achieve the desired

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result. While efforts were being made to verify the information and locate the 
rendezvous or the target at the indicated place, a white Maruti Van was noticed 
coming from the east and stopping at a road crossing near the Kankarbagh Central 
School. It was 12.05 hrs. by now. It was observed that about 5 persons were on 
board the vehicle some of whom were engaged in talks over their mobiles. One or 
two of them were seen stepping out of the van and quickly getting into it a lew 
times. Their movements, conduct and behaviour aroused suspicion. The police team 
proceeded silently on its two vehicles in an effort to check-mate them from 2 sides 
on the road itself. The'criminals, having sensed the presence of the police, switched 
on their vehicle and raced on the northern road, past the western side of the New 
By-Pass road. They were warned to stop many a time, trying simultaneously to 
close in and surround them. They were however, not inclined to heed saner counsels 
and greeted the warnings by sporadic firing. It was just sheer luck that Sri Shashi 
Bhushan Sharma who was leading from the front, escaped a fatal bullet, which 
grazed past him. It was the moment of grave crisis, and the Police Patty, under the 
dynamic leadership of Sri Sharma, prepared itself in a huff to run the race and face 
any eventuality, in the midst of such an awesome and tumultuous atmosphere, Sri 
Sharma did not lose his mental equilibrium and cool, and induced his officers/men 
to “swim or sink” together, who were themselves made ol rare stuff, not to bend or 
got down. It is indeed noteworthy that even at such a vital stage, the police team did 
not open fire, and continued to pursue the fugitives, at the same time warning them 
continuously to surrender in their own interest. In this process, when the criminals 
reached R.M.S. Colony, Kankarbagh (Patna Town) near “Urmila Nivas”, some of 
them got down and opened incessant fire, despite persistent warnings. While S.I. 
Sanjay Kumar sustained a pellet injury, others escaped narrowly. Finding no 
alternative to defend the lives/properties of the surrounding habitat as also of the 
police party, selective and restrictive retaliatory fire was resorted to, again after due 
warning, in the ensuing firing and counter firing, Inspector Ajoy Kumar Singh was 
hit by a pellet on his neck, and he fell down bleeding. Inspector Promod Kumar and 
Const. Md. Ghulam Mustafa were also injured in the process. In the meantime 
while 2 criminals, who were noticed firing, taking cover of the van, fell down 
having been hit by the counter fire, 2 others fled away under cover of firing taking 
advantage of the houses and bye-lanes in the densely habitated colony. Even though . 
effort were made to pursue them hotly, it was not considered prudent to fire upon 
them in such a dense habitation without avoidable loss of lives and properties of the 
peaceful citizens. It was indeed a laudable decision taken at the spot at the nick of 
time. Calm prevailed thereafter. Suffice it to say that here were the men in uniform 
with humanitarian outlook, but united in purpose astonishingly determined and 
totally focused on the job in hand, despite the hazards they faced, and, above all, 
imbued with the spirit of self-sacrifice at the altar of duty. They projected the image 
of a cohesive force, able and eager to undertake tasks fraught with terrifying risks. 
Even though 4 of them had got injured and had virtually embraced death they did 
not relent and assisted their leader enthusiastically without demur or hesitation with 
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full prevailing, it was found that of the 2 criminals, who had sustained injuries and 
were lying on the road by the side of the Maruti Van, one was the dreaded and 
notorious Vikki Sharma, mentioned above. The other one could not be identified at 
the spot. In the van itself, third one was also found grievously injured and bleeding, 
lying therein. Both of them were later identified as Rajiv Kumar and Karu Shah of 
Nalanda district. All the 3 grievously injured criminals were swiftly sent to the 
P.M.C.H. for treatment, where they were declared as brought dead. Inquests on the 
dead bodies were done by an executive Magistrate, and post-mortem was done 
thereafter. Deaths were due to injuries caused by fire-arms. The criminal antecedent 
of the three slain criminals, so far ascertained, relate to heinous crimes, such as 
murder, loot, kidnapping etc. extending to the districts of Patna and Nalanda While 
Vikky Sharma had been responsible for at least 19 cases (5 of Nalanda and 14 of 
Patna), Rajiv Kumar was responsible for 5 cases (3 of Patna and 2 of Nalanda) and 
Karu Shah was wanted in 4 cases of Nalanda. From the sections of all these cases, it 
would appear that they were mastering the act of kidnapping tor ransom, a so-called 
flourishing business in the State. Their elimination has brought some relief and 
solace to the people. The criminals 5 appear to have fired about 30-32 rounds, 
whose pellets hit 4 police personnel and grazed past the leader and other members 
of the team; who had providential escape. Arms/ammunitions, etc., recovered and 
seized from the 3 slain criminals at the spot include 3 pistols/revolver, 1 misfired 
and 2 live cartridges, 12 fired cartridges, 2 mobile phones and a Maruti Van. The 
police party (11) in all opened 17 rounds’ of fire, of which Inspector Pramod Kumar 
contributed 6 rounds from his service revolver, Inspector Ajoy Kumar Singh 4 
rounds from his service pistol and const. Md. Ghulam Mustafa opened 7 rounds 
from his service pistol. It may be mentioned again that the area of confrontation is 
densely populated being a residential colony and the encounter took place in broad 
day light. It goes further to the credit of the raiding party and its leader here that no 
civilian fell victim to firing from either side. The following arms /ammn. were 
recovered from them:- 

3. One 7.65 mm pistol with magazine and 1 loaded live cartridge. 

2. One .38 revolver with 1 loaded live ammunition. 

3. One Country-made .315 pistol with one misfired cartridge inside. 

4. 12 fired cartridges, 2 mobile phones & one Maruti Car.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On 20.01.2007, a police party under leadership of S.I. Pramod Khes from PS 
Bheji, Konta Sub Division, district Dantewada was on searching operation in 
Regarkatta area. On the way he was informed about training camp of naxalites and 
presence of around 150 uniformed naxalites in the camp by an informer. The 
naxalites were planning to organize meeting of villagers also. Despite the fact that 
the police party was small in number, they decided to challenge the naxalites. 
Immediately police party marched in proper formation and advanced towards 
naxalites. As they were getting close towards the spot, naxalites saw police party 
and started firing over them with automatic and semi-automatic weapons. Police 
party duly warned them disclosing their identity but naxalites did not pay any heed 
to this and they continued firing. Then police party fired in self defence. But 
naxalites were large in number and life of whole police party fell in danger. Sensing 
this constable Lakhan Lai Markam advanced bravely not caring for his personal 
safety and fired rapidly on naxalites from one side. Ct. Lakhan Lai Markam s 
act of courage inspired whole police party and they befittingly replied naxalite s fire 
with courage and valour. Rapid-fire from police party unnerved naxalites and they 
started running towards dense forest. Police party started to chase them and Ct. 
Lakhan Lai Markam was ahead of the party. Suddenly he was hit in his left eye and 
head through the right temple and succumbed on the spot. Police party continued to 
chase naxalites but they ran away taking cover of dense forest. A thorough 
searching of the spot was done, police recovered dead bodies of two hardcore 
uniformed naxalites. This sterling success against the naxalites was made possible 
only because of the rare act of exemplary courage, valour and unflinching devotion 
to duty by Constable Late Shri Lakhan Lai Markam. He acted with conspicuous 
gallantry and beyond the call of his normal duty. He did not care for his life and 
gave his supreme sacrifice in the service of the nation. His gallant action inspired 
the whole police party to take on the naxalites and despite being small in number 
they fought bravely with naxalites. 

In this encounter (Late) Shri Lakhan Lai Markam, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantly , courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

In the morning on 18.12.2008, Shri Ajit Singh S/o Bhagwan Singh r/o 
Bhimgarh Khari (Gurgaon) was going in his Indigo Car to Hauz Khas, New Delhi 
to deliver Rs.l, 00,000/- to his aunt (Bhua). When he reached near Vatika Garden 
on Sector 17-18 road Gurgaon, one Maruti Car No. HR-12D 9266 overtook and 
intercepted his Car. On this, he stopped his Car. One youth got down from the said 
car and closed on him. The youth took out a pistol and while hurling it, asked him 
to open the window pane of the car. He got frightened and opened the window 
pane. The, youth took out his bag containing Rs.l,00,000/- and fled away. The 
victim, Shri Ajit Singh informed about the incident to Police Control Room, 
Gurgaon. He also gave the description of the criminal. The control room acted 
quickly and put all Police Stations/Police Posts/Nakas/PCR Vans and Riders on 
alert to conduct nakabandi immediately in order to nab the criminals. In this regard 
a case FIR No.175 dated 18.12.2008 U/s 392 IPC and 25/54/59 Arms Act was 
registered at PS, Sector-18, Gurgaon. 

Shri Rajesh Duggal, ACP/Udyog Vihar, Gurgaon alongwith his staff 
comprising his Reader E/ASI Bir Singh, Gunmen Constable Gulab Singh and 
Constable Krishan Kumar, Asstt. Reader Constable Amit Kumar and Asstt. Reader 
Constable Vinod Kumar was ready to leave for handling law and order situation in 
village Bandhwani which arose due to setting up of Dumping Station. On receipt ol 
this information, he responded immediately and along with his above named staff 
set off for checking of nakabandi in his staff vehicle driven by Constable Krishan 
Kutnar conducted for apprehending the criminal. When he reached near the temple 
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in village Daultabad in the area of PS Rajendra Park, he found SI Jitender Kumar, 
SHO PS Rajendra Park, Gurgaon alongwith his staff viz EHC Krishan Kumar and 
driver Constable Manoj Kumar conducting nakabandi there. Shri Rajesh Duggal, 
ACP Udyog Vihar, directed the SHO to conduct nakabandi effectively so that the 
criminal may not find a chance to escape. In the meantime, a Maruti car was sighted 
coming from Village Daultabad side. On the orders of ACPAJdyog Vihar, SI 
Jitender Kumar, SHO PS Rajendra Park, Gurgaon signaled the driver to stop the 
car. Without caring for the signal of the SHO, the driver tried to accelerate the car. 
The police party, however, managed to note down that this was the same Maruti car 
which was involved in the robbery. On this, Shri Rajesh Duggal, ACP and SHO, PS 
Rajendra Park, SI Jitendra Kumar alongwith their staff chased the Maruti car in 
their respective vehicle.On finding himself being chased by the police, die criminal 
turned his car towards Daultabad Power House. However, the Shri Rajesh Duggal, 
ACP and SHO, PS Rajendra Park, closed on him after a chase of 2-2 Vz Km. On 
this, the criminal tried to steer the car on to Kherki Road. However, he lost his 
balance and the car slipped off the road and was thrust into the roadside mustard 
field. The criminal got down from the car and tried to flee away. The police parties 
cornered him and Shri Rajesh Duggal, ACP asked him to surrender. The criminal 
did not care for the police warning and started firing targeting Shri Rajesh Duggal, 
ACP. However, he missed the target and the shot hit the front window pane of his 
Tata Suma. The Criminal again fired, which hit the right side of his vehicle just 
above the front wheel mudguard. Shri Rajesh Duggal returned the fire from his 
service revolver of special .38 bore in self-defense, which hit the criminal and 
injured him. SI Jitender Kumar, SHO Rajendra Park also rose to the occasion at 
once and fired two rounds at the criminal from his service revolver of 9mm bore. 
Resultantly, the criminal got injured seriously and his pistol fell down from his 
hand. In the meantime, the other policemen also took positions and surrounded the 
criminal and overpowered him. On search of his person, one country-made pistol 
alongwith three live cartridges with 7.65 KF inscriptions on their bottom and the 
robbed amount of Rs. 1,00,000/- were recovered from his possession. Apart from 
this, two empty cartridges fired by the criminal were also recovered from the spot. 

Shri Rajesh Duggal, ACP/Udyog Vihar, rushed the criminal to the General 
Hospital, Gurgaon, in the Government vehicle of SHO, PS Rajendra Park for 
treatment, while leaving SHO, PS Rajendra Park to preserve the spot. However, the 
doctors at the General Hospital, Gurgaon, declared him brought dead. In this regard, 
a case FIR No.254 dated 18.12.2008 U/s 332/353/186/307 IPC and 25/54/59 Arms 
Act was registered at PS, Rajendra Park, Gurgaon. The post-mortem examination of 
the criminal was conducted at General Hospital, Gurgaon. The criminal was later on 
identified as Rajiv @ Pochu s/o Kanwar Pal r/o 154/18, Suraj Vihar, Dadri, Gautam 
Budh NagarfUP) by his father and brother. They stated that he was then residing in 
Kailash Colony, PS Civil Lines, Rohtak. Rajiv @ Pochu was a dreaded criminal 
and involved in the following heinous cases of murder, attempt to murder, 
threatening to kill etc of district Rohtak:-

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Statement of s ervice for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On 04.07.2008, a specific information regarding presence of a terrorist of 
JeM outfit in the orchards between village Barpora and Takia Wagam, a police team 
led by SI Mohd Saleem of Police Camp Pulwama and troops of 182 Bn CRPF 
rushed immediately and cordoned off the area where the terrorist was hiding. 
Sensing the movement of the operational parties, the terrorist held some inhabitants 
of village, working in orchards as hostage and opened fire to breakdown the cordon 
and to manage his escape. However, Shri Ali Mohd, IPS, SSP Pulwama, 
considering the sensitivity of the situation and having experience of such operations 
also rushed on spot and led a police team comprising of Constable Hilal Ahmed and 
Constable Shabir Ahmed to ensure the safe evacuation of civilians. They proceeded 
towards the target and engaged the terrorist in fire fight and facilitated the civilians 
to move towards safer places. 

After rescuing the civilians, Shri Ali Mohd alongwith his team again swung 
into action against the hiding terrorist from forefront, while as, members of other 
teams gave cover fire and blocked all escape routes. The terrorist after noticing the 
movement of the operation team, fired indiscriminately but the team kept their 
nerves and retaliated with braver)' without caring for their lives, which resulted in 
the elimination of the terrorist, who was later on identified as Shabir Ahmed Lone 
@ Arsalan S/o Mohd Akbar R/o Aglar Kandi of JeM outfit. Arms/Ammunition was 
also recovered from the site of encounter. With their tremendous dedication and 
effective action, the recommendees not only managed to rescue the civilians but 
also killed the terrorist who was involved a number of murder cases.The elimination 
of the said terrorist without any loss of life and property was in fact a big blow to 
JeM outfit. In this regard case FIR No.215/08 U/s 307 RPC, 7/27 I.A. Act stands 
registered at Police Station, Pulwama. 

In this encounter S/Shri Ali Mohammad, Senior Superintendent of Police, 
Hilal Ahmad, Constable and Shabir Ahmad, Constable displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 29.09.2008 a joint cordon and search operation under the supervision of 
Shri B A Khan, Supdt. of Police Awantipora, was launched by Police Awantipora, 
troops of 42 RR and 180 Bn CRPF in Pathkharpur village. During the search 
operation, the suspicion of presence of terrorist arose with some specitic clue of 
terrorist in the residential house of Gh. Hassan Bhat S/O Ab.Rehman R/O 
Pathkharpur (Shahabad). The search of the house was intensified but nothing visible 
struck out. However, the ceilings of the house were put to search and while doing 
so, a volley of fire came from the roof of the house. The terrorist was asked to 
surrender but instead he started lobbing of grenades resulting in injuries to the 
security personnel. The party took position and the fire was retaliated in a required 
manner. During this fierce gun battle, the house in which the terrorist was hiding 
crumbled and came down partially. Shri B A Khan SP Awantipora alongwith his 
QRT started searching the terrorist in cavities/comers of the crumbled house. The 
dreaded terrorist was hiding in one of the comers of the damaged portion of the 
house. During search a heavy' fire followed by grenades came on the party with the 
result three escort personnel of SP Awantipora got injured badly. However, the 
terrorist was not allowed to move out which could have resulted in loss of more 
men and injuries, above all the terrorist would have given a slip to the cordon party. 
SP Awantipora opened heavy fire on the hiding terrorist due to which he got badly 
injured and was killed on spot. The dreaded terrorist was identified as Abu Sherjil 
R/O Gujrawala, Pakistan, the self styled Divisional Commander/operational chief of 
Jaish-e-Mohammed outfit. 

The terrorist had sneaked into the valley in 1994 and was operating in 
Kupwara area and there after he came to Srinagar and remained as associate of Gazi 
Baba who got killed in August, 2003. The terrorist remained in Srinagar till 2005 
and due to pressure of security forces shifted to Noorpora.Tral where he was raided 
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by Special Cell of Delhi Police lead by Shri Mahesh Sharma Inspector (who got 
martyred in Jamia Nagar encounter in 2008).However, the terrorist gave a slip to 
the raiding party. Thereafter he shifted to the upper reaches of Tral area. The 
terrorist established his hideout in Pathkharpur (Shahabad) in 2007.and was since 
then hiding in the second floor of the house of Gh.Hassan Bhat S/O Ab.Rehman 
where the terrorist finally met his destiny. The terrorist was a hi-tech and used his 
communication on his laptop where from he used to send and receive mails etc. The 
terrorist was also directly linked to founder of Jesh, Moulana Azher through 
satellite phones. 

A large quantity of arms/ammunition and other incriminating material was 
recovered from the site of encounter. In this episode 07 Army and three police 
personnel also sustained injuries. Case FIR No. 141/2008 U/S 307 RPC, 7/27 l.A. 
Act stands registered to Police Station Awantipora. It os pertinent to be mention that 
h was a ‘A’ Category terrorist. During this encounter, Shri Bashir Ahmad Khan (SP 
Awantipora) played a pivotal role and exemplary performance in eliminating the 
above said dreaded terrorist who had remained active since last five years in the 
jurisdiction.

On a specific information regarding a plan of terrorist to attack Security 
Forces Convoy at Ziyarat-i-Sharief, Sangram Sahab-Chottipora on June 01/02, 
2008, an operation was planned and executed by Police Handwara/Srinagar with the 
assistance troops of 30 th RR. Dy.SP Gh. Jeelani Wani who was leading the 
operation from J&K Police, was accompanied by SI Rajesh Kumar, SI Vinay 
Kumar, Const. Tufail and Const. Ishtiyaq Ahmad. As soon as the operation party 
reached the spot, they started laying the cordon. As the cordon was being laid and 
search conducted, presence of terrorists was established in the shrine. The terrorists 
after seeing the joint operation party of Police/Army, lobbed grenades and volley of 
fire towards. Dy.SP Gh. Jeelani Wani, and his Police party who were on the 
forefront. The fire was not retaliated due to the presence of a number of Civilians in 
their houses falling adjacent to the place where the terrorists were hiding. After 
seeing the ground situation, the police party started the rescue process of Civilians. 
As the process of rescue was under way, the terrorists opened indiscriminate fire on 
them. The fire was retaliated in self defense triggering in a fierce firefight. It was a 
Herculean task to evacuate the civilians from the nearby houses of the encounter 
site and particularly to track down the trapped terrorists without any kind of damage

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On 11 th October, 2008, following a specific information regarding presence 
of some terrorists in Bedibera Surigam Lolab area (District Kupwara), an operation 
was planned and executed by J&K Police (SOG Kupwara) with the assistance of 28 
RR/18 RR and 9 PARA. Acting on the input, Police personnel of SOG Kupwara 
along with the Army personnel rushed to the spot and started cordon and search 
operation of the area. Constable Farooq Ahmad alongwith few associates who were 
a part of J&K Police team, came under the attack of terrorists. The terrorists lobbed 
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a number grenades and opened volley of fire of on the police party conducting the 
search operation. Constable Farooq Ahmad, who was leading from front, took 
position and swiftly retaliated the fire. This followed retaliation by other member of 
the team. During fierce firefight, Constable Farooq Ahmad utilized his past 
experience in counter insurgency operations and managed to get covered the 
remaining portion of the area which was left without cordon and from where 
terrorists could flee the encounter site. After ensuring that the cordon has been 
perfectly laid and area is completely sealed, the Constable and his associates 
together with the personnel of Armf units launched a massive offensive on the 
terrorists resulting in intensive gun battle, which continued for a long time. After 
sensing that the fire fight could prolong beyond day hours which would favour the 
terrorists, the Constable and a few other personnel volunteered themselves and 
started approaching the target site in the direction from where the terrorists were 
firing. Constable Farooq Ahmad by creeping and crawling and in a fire retaliatory 
exercise managed to reach in the prox imity of the terrorists and launched an assault 
on them. The assault launched by the party 7 was so fierce that all the three terrorists 
lost their nerve and got killed. They were later identified as Ab.Rahim S/O 
Koyassan Kanakath Saido R/O Chettipadi Malapuram Kerala. Abu Hafiz R/O PoK 
and Mohammad Faiz S/O Ab.Rahim R/O Muzhuthadam Kannur Kerala. Arms and 
ammunition recovered from the encounter site included 01 AK-Rifle, 04 AK- 
Magazines, 40 AK rounds and 01 Hand Grenades. For the incident, case FIR

On 30.03.2009, on receipt of specific information about presence of terrorists 
of JeM outfit in a house at village Mashwara Shopian, a joint operation was 
launched by Police Pulwama/Shopian with the assistance of 44 RR and 18 CRPF. 
The Police Party alongwith 44 RR and 18 CRPF cordoned off the house. The 
terrorists were asked to surrender but instead of surrendering, they started lobbing 
grenades and also resorted to indiscriminate firing on the search party with 
sophisticated weapons, in order to flee from the spot. The team which includes SI 
Gulzar Ahmed under the overall leadership of Shri Rajesh Kumar, IPS, DIG, SKR, 
Anantanag, acted swiftly and did not provide any opportunity to the terrorists to flee 
from the spot. Shri Rajesh Kumar, IPS and SI Gulzar Ahmed in a very professional 
manner led the team on front and succeeded in reaching to the close proximity of 
the house where the terrorists were hiding. Sensing the movement of the operational 
party, the terrorist fired volley of bullets upon them in which Shri Rajesh Kumar, 
DIG and SI Gulzar Ahmed, who were leading from front, had a narrow escape. 
Both the officers displayed great presence of mind in retaliating the fire swiftly and 
gave no chance to terrorists to flee from the spot and to cause any casualty to the 
operational party. Shri Rajesh Kumar continued to exhibit his leadership qualities in 
the operation as he and SI Gulzar Ahmed after reaching in the close proximity of 
the house, lobbed grenade and tear smoke shells with the result terrorists lost their 
confidence and came out of the house during which they fired indiscriminately upon 
the operational party. The Officers, however, kept their nerves, exhibited great 
alacrity and in a fierce gun battle, which lasted for four hours, two terrorists 
identified as Abu Hamza and Abdullah Pathan @ Abu Talha of JeM outfit both 
residents of Multan Pakistan were eliminated.

On 07.11.2008, immediately on receipt of information regarding presence of 
four dreaded terrorists in Darman Forest under the jurisdiction of Police Station 
Dessa. Doda Police alongwith 10 RR and 76 Bn CRPF launched a joint operation 
under the command of Shri. Mohan Lai, Supdt. of Police(Ops) Doda. In the wee 
hours of 08.11.2008 the hide out of terrorists was cordoned off Shri Mohan Lai, 
SP(Ops) Doda challenged the hiding terrorists to surrender before the Police, upon 
this, the terrorist opened indiscriminate firing on the operation party and in self 
defense the operation party retaliated and a fierce gun battle started. During the 
encounter one of the terrorists came out of the hide out and tried to run away while 
spraying the bullets towards the operation party. Shri Mohan Lai, SP(Ops) chased 
the fleeing terrorist amid heavy firing and gunned down the said terrorist. The slain 
terrorist was later on identified as Mohd Shafi @ Hashim Khan S/o Abdul Salam 
Kumhar R/o Kottal Sazan an ‘A’ grade terrorist involved in a number of killings 
and attack on Police/Security Forces in the area. Encounter continued un-abated and 
in the encounter other three terrorists identified as (i) Muzaffar Hussain @ Dawood 
S/o Gh. Mohd R/o Kotal Sazan (ii) Fida Hussain @ Jahangir S/o Tariq Saleem R/o 
Dharosh District Doda and ( iii) Mushtaq Ahmed S/o Abdul Gani Raher R/o

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On 22.04.2008, a source information was received by Dy.SP (Ops) regarding 
the presence of local/foreign terrorists of HM outfit equipped with 
Arms/Ammunition under the command of most dreaded/wanted terrorist 
commander Abdul Haq @ Jahangir an operational chief of HM outfit in general 
area of village Challad-Kalliyan under the jurisdiction of the police post Amas for 
large scale sabotage. 

On this information, an operation was launched by State Police camp Amas 
headed by Shri Tahair Asraf, Dy. Supdt. of Police (Ops) Amas and Inspector 
Sukhvir Singh incharge State Police Amas in the above said area. At about 2300 
hrs. when the operational party reached the village Kalliyan (Challad), Shri Tahair 
Ashraf, Dy. Supdt of Police(Ops) Amas and Inspector Sukhvir Singh Incharge State 
Police Amas divided the operational party into two groups. 

Both the groups cordoned off the area and started the search of area. At about 
1130 hrs, the Tst group noticed some movement in the nearby jungle and the 
incharge looked through the night vision device and noticed three blanket clad 
persons who were moving towards the hill. Dy.SP (Ops), Amas alongwith follower 
Mohd Rafiq and SPO Mohd Rafiq led the group towards jungle and chased the 
terrorists. The group took position cautiously and commanded the terrorists to stop 
and show their identity but the terrorists abruptly opened indiscriminate firing and 
threw grenade to escape from the spot. The operational parties retaliated tactically. 
The second group headed by Inspr. Sukhvir Singh advanced towards the terrorists 
who had taken position behind huge stones and trees and retaliated the fire. Inspr. 
Sukhvir Singh, zeroed on the terrorists strategically and in ensuing encounter one 
terrorist got killed who was lateroh identified as Abdul Haq @ Jahanjir S/o Salam 
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Din R/o Lasooli Tehsii Mahore District Reasi of HM outfit. However, other 
terrorists managed to escape taking advantage of darkness and dense forest. The 
slain terrorist was a POK trained terrorist and was active since 1993 in the 
jurisdiction of District Reasi. He was responsible for massacre /killing of more than 
hundred people of different categories. He was also responsible for 
Prankote/Baryana massacres in District Reasi in which 27+11(38) members of 
minority community were killed during the year 1998/1999. He was the chief 
coordinator of all terrorist outfits, financial Chief, distributor of Anns and 
ammunition in whole of District Reasi, Battalion Commander of HM outfit and also 
1ED Expert. Being senior most among the HM Cadre, he was familiar with the 
whole area and was used to mountainous terrain and was a popular and famous 
figure in 1SI agency of POK. His killing is a big loss to the HM cadre and a great 
relief to the local populace.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 


On 02/10/2008, a reliable information was received by SSP Udhampur, Shri 
Surinder Gupta, IPS regarding movement of terrorists in the general area of Badole 
in Tehsil Ramnagar. SSP shared the same with SDPO Ramnagar and he was 
directed to organize a search operation in the area. Shri Sanjay Sharma, Dy.SP, 
SDPO Ramnagar alongwith nafri of P/S Ramnagar started search operation in the 
area which continued upto 03.10.2008 evening but no fruitful result was achieved. 
SSP Udhampur further mobilized his resources and after developing information he 
directed SDPO/SHO Ramnagar to continue operation in the area with the district 
police as well as the Army personnel of 158 TA Bn. But again no contact was 
established with them till 04 th October evening. On 05.10.2008, SSP alongwith 
police escort reached the spot and developed specific information that the terrorists 
are hiding in the house of one local person namely Boob-ul-Din in village Khail Ser 
Manjala. On this information, SSP Udhampur meticulously planned the operation 
and cordoned off the house where the terrorist were holed up. The operational 
parties led by SSP Udhampur, SDPO/SHO Ramnagar laid the inner cordon and the 
fourth party of army was led by Lt. Col H SS Sidhu maintained the outer cordon to 
prevent escape of terrorists towards forest area. All the three police parties deployed 
in the inner cordon advanced towards the hideout. On seeing the police parties 
advancing, the terrorist hiding inside the house started indiscriminate firing which 
was retaliated and the encounter ensued. Shri Surinder Gupta, IPS, SSP Udhampur, 
SDPO Ramanagar and SHO P/S Ramnagar who were leading the men from the , 
front without caring for their personal safety and facing the onslaught of a volley of 
bullets by exhibiting valour, bravery and raw courage of rarest kind, safely 
evacuated the inmates of the house. Not caring for their personal safety, the officers 
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went on the roof top of the house and made holes in the ceiling in the face of hea\y 
column of fire from the terrorists. Through the holes, the officers fired on the 
terrorist and killed them without allowing collateral damage to the men and 
property. Thereafter, search of the house was conducted and the two dreaded killed 
in the encounter were identified as Rizwan code Abu Tallah R/o Pakistan 
(Category-A) and Mohd. Sabbar @ Abu Hamza code Ayub Ansari S/o Abdul Aziz 
Bakerwal R/o Tanda, TehsilRamnagar District Udhampur (Category-B) of LeT 
outfit. This operation culminated successfully on the 6 th of October.

On 08.03.2009, ASI Mohd Rafiq of STF Gool received an information 
regarding movement of terrorists in general area of Bhatas Bhimdassa in Gool. He 
immediately launched a cordon and search operation in the high altitude terrain of 
the area. At about 0230 hours, some unknown terrorists opened indiscriminate 
firing upon the operation party and the fire was retaliated. ASI Mohd Rafiq who 
was leading the operation positioned the search party in such a way to prevent the 
escape of terrorists hiding in thick bushes. ASI Mohd Rafiq and his men showing 
tactical acumen and exceptional courage, after crawling a distance, reached close to 
the target place and fired upon the holed up terrorists and in a face to face encounter 
one terrorist was killed by the ASI by hitting him in his chest. The other terrorist 
was killed by the operation party next day in the early hours on 09.03.2009.

On 11.05.2008, an information was received at about 0600 hrs that two 
terrorists have entered into the house of one Hoshiar Singh at Village Rakh 
Ambtali, Samba and opened indiscriminate fire on the inmates of the house as a 
result of which Hoshiar Singh and his wife Shashi Bala died on the spot leaving his 
daughter and her mother -in-law seriously injured. After committing this gruesome 
terrorist act they had proceeded towards Kailli Mandi, District- Samba and taken 
shelter in the house of one Suresh Singh and made all the five inmates including 
women and children hostage. 

SP Operations Jammu, Shri Mubassir Latifi, who was holding the charge of 
District Samba rushed to the spot alongwith his Special Operations Group and laid a 
cordon of the house from where the terrorists were firing indiscriminately. Since the 
security and safety of the hostage was of prime concern, all out efforts were made to 
save these precious lives while smoking out the terrorists. A party of SOG who 
were given cover fire, rescued the civilian hostages from back window amidst 
intense firing by the terrorists. After rescuing the hostages, a massive assault was 
launched by SP Mubassir Latiffi alongwith his select group on which the holed up 
terrorists opened indiscriminate firing from their automatic weapons and lobbed a 
volley of rifle grenades. Undeterred by their counter attack, Shri Mubassir Latifi, SP 
exhibited great presence of mind and continued to fight the terrorists and inched 
towards the target house and gunned down one terrorist. Second terrorist who was 
still inside the house continued firing and throwing rifle grenades as a result of 
which SP Mubassir Latifi received multiple splinter injuries on his face and left 
hand. Although bleeding profusely, the SP didn’t loose his nerves and exhorted his 
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men to fight against the terrorists and in the ensuing fierce and close quarter gun 
battle succeeded in eliminating the second terrorist also. Huge arms and 
ammunition were recovered from the spot. Shri Mubassir Latifi, SP Operations, 
Jammu thus exhibited great leadership qualities during the execution of the 
operation and volunteered himself to lead the operation from the front without 
caring for his personal safety.

Acting on an interception, regarding presence of two ‘A’ categorized terrorist 
namely Rayees Ahmad Dar @ Rayees Kachroo S/O Gh. Hussan Bhat R/O

Terrorists w r hile trying to escape trom the 
said house came out lobbing grenades and heavy volley of fire on the Police Party, 
but due to timely retaliation, both the terrorists were gunned down. The killed 
terrorists were active since 1996 and involved in number of heinous crimes 
including killing of civilians, security force personnel in Shopian and Pulwama. By 
eliminating the said terrorists, the HM outfit suffered a major set back. In this 
connection, case FIR No.98/2008 U/s 307 RPC, 7/27 A. Act stands registered in 
Police Station Zainpora, Shopion.

On 02 June, 2008, on a specific information about the presence of terrorist 
in the house of one Mohammad Subhan Dar S/O Gh. Mohammad r/o Vijhara 
Bandipora, Police party under the command of Inspector Abdul Khalid, SHO P/S 
Bandipora rushed to village Vijhara Bandipora and cordoned the suspected house. 
As the house was being cordoned on all sides, Inspector Abdul Khalid SHO P/S 
Bandipora and his team started moving towards the target site. On approaching the 
site, terrorists lobbed grenades and opened a volley of fire on the Police Party, 
However, before retaliating the fire, Inspector Abdul Khalid and his team got 
themselves actively engaged in the Herculean task of rescuing the civilians from the 
encounter site. It was due to their great professionalism and presence of mind that 
the team managed to successfully rescue all the civilians. Thereafter the terrorists 
were engaged in a fierce firefight and Inspector Abdul Khalid with his excellent 
leadership qualities led his men to the house and took position behind the wall and 
launched a massive offensive on the holed up terrorists. During the encounter the 
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Inspector without caring for his personal safety took brunt and neutralized the 
terrorist inside the room where they were hiding. It was because of courage and 
bravery shown by Inspector Abdul Khalid, that despite being in a very vulnerable 
position at the encounter site, both the terrorists were neutralized by him without 
suffering any causality. The slain terrorists were identified as Rahimullah R/O 
Pakistan, a self styled District Commander of HuM terrorist outfit and Mohammad 
Sajad @ Chota Sajad R/O Pakistan self-styled Bn Commander of HuM terrorist 
outfit. Arms and ammunition recovered in the operation included two AK-47 
Rifles, 01 -AK 56 Rifle, five AK Magazines, three hand grenade, 02 pouches and 02 
Mobile phones. A case FIR No. 107/08 U/S 307 RPC. 7/27. A. Act stands registered 
in Police Station Bandipora regarding this incident. The killing of both these 
terrorists, who were active in the Bandipora area since a long time and were 
involved in various heinous crimes viz attacks on Security forces and killing of 
civilians, was indeed a big achievement for the Police and a jolt to the terrorist 
outfit.

On 10.02.2008, on a specific information received by SOG Pattan 
about the presence of terrorists in the house of one Abdul Khaliq Bhat S/o 
Samad Bhat R/o Tantraypora Palhalla, a search operation was launched by 
police Pattan under the command of Shri Sanjay Kumar Parihar, 
Dy.SP(Operational) Pattan with the assistance of security forces in the said 
village. On seeing the Police party, the terrorists lobbed grenades and volley of 
fire on the Dy.SP and Constable Darshan Kumar who was on the forefront. 
Exhibiting a remarkable presence of mind and leadership qualities, the officer 
along with Constable Darshan Singh moved swiftly towards the house and took 
position behind the wall and engaged the terrorists in a fierce firefight. During

The degree of courage, valour 
and vigour exhibited by the Dy.SP and his Constable despite being in a 
vulnerable position at the encounter site and the leadership ability of the officer 
to keep the morale of the men accompanying him high, was instrumental tor the 
elimination of both terrorists identified as Zahoor Ahmad Ganai@ Firdous S/O

On 17.10.2008, on a specific information regarding presence of a terrorist in 
the area of Shamriyal District Kupwara (J&K), a joint operation was planned and 
executed by J&K Police (Special Operation Group, Kupwara) and 47 RR. HC 
Reyaz Ahmad alongwith a few police personnel rushed to the place where the 
terrorist was hiding. He was joined by the personnel of 47 RR and a joint operation 
of cordon and search of the area was launched. In this process, HC Reyaz Ahmad 
and his men, were attacked by the terrorist who lobbed grenades and volley of fire 
on HC Reyaz Ahmad and his party. However, the HC took advantage of his skilled 
battle tactics and exhibited stupendous leadership qualities while guiding his 
personnel for counter act in a fierce fight. As the hiding place was quite 
advantageous for the terrorist to cause damage to the operation team and to flee 
from the spot, HC Reyaz Ahmad positioned his men, in such a manner to ensure 
tight cordon around the terrorist and swiftly retaliated the fire. On seeing the 
terrorists action and his planning to flee from the spot, HC Reyaz Ahmad displayed 
presence of mind and moved towards the target site in a fire retaliatory exercise. 
The terrorist tried to target the HC by lobbing grenades and volley of fire on him 
but he managed to reach in the close proximity of the terrorist by his presence of 
mind and tactical acumen. During this exercise, he was supported by his men who 
provided protection against the terrorist fire. In an effort to position himself at a 
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place which would provide protection against terrorist’s fire, HC Reyaz Ahmad 
took position at a place opposite to the terrorist. It was only with great valour of the 
HC that he neutralized a hardcore terrorist who was identified as, Abu Hamza of 
JeM outfit, among one of the most wanted terrorists, actively operating in various 
areas of .North Kashmir. Arms and ammunition recovered during the operation 
included one AK-47 rifle, two AK Magazines, fifty one AK rounds and one Pouch.

In a major operation led by SP Jamshedpur, raiding parties reached 
Bhitaramda village on having received specific information that two naxalites were 
killed by the villagers. There was ample apprehension that the rest of the squad 
members would come back and take revenge. 

A meticulous plan was chalked out and two raiding parties were formed, first 
led by the SP himself, the second police party was led by Dy.SP Anand Joseph 
Tigga. After moving uphill in the search of the squad for the whole night, the first 
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raiding party made contact with the enemy at 0700 hrs on 14/02/2008 in which the 
Maoists were forced to flee deeper into the jungle, The second raiding party on 
hearing the gun shots and ascertaining the general direction of the fleeing naxals, 
moved ahead to take on the squad by the horn. Just around 0800 hrs the party led 
by Dy.SP Anand Joseph Tigga was face to face with the fleeing naxal squad and a 
tierce exchange of fire started. When the firing from the opposite side did not stop 
for an hour, the nominees decided to move ahead giving each other covering fire, 
without fear for their lives. This assault carried out by the Dy.SP and the nominees 
exposed the position taken by the naxals which proved decisive and ultimately led 
to the killing of five naxals and recovering of huge cache of arms and ammunitions 
alongwith propaganda materials. It may be mentioned here that the Insas rifle 
recovered in this encounter was the same rifle looted in the M.P. Sunil Mahto 
murder case. The members of this squad had actively participated in the murder of

On 31.03.2008 at about 0630 in the evening operation ‘Thunder’ was 
launched under the command of Satyendra Singh, SDPO Garhwa and Assistant 
Commandant Pashupati Nath Tiwari alongwith Manish Chandra Lai, O/C Ranka, 
Amarnath, O/C Bhandariya and CRPF D/13 and force of JAP-7. In Belwandamar, 
police came to know that many dastas of naxalites are assembling in Makhatu 
village. The police decided to move cautiously towards Makhatu. While moving 
towards Makhatu village, the police party saw a vehicle coming from Bandu. When 
the vehicle, which was a tractor, reached near the police party SDPO Garhwa and 
Assistant Commandant of CRPF signaled through torch light to stop the vehicle. 
As soon as the torch light fell on the Tractor 15-20 naxalites sitting on the tractor, 
some in civies and some in uniform, started jumping from the tractor and took the 
position. The police party under the leadership of SDPO Garhwa, AC Pashupati 
Nath Tiwari, SI Amarnath and SI Manish Chandra Lai told the force to take the 
position quickly. The naxals seeing that started firing heavily and indiscriminately 
towards police. The Police asked the naxals to stop firing and surrender. But there 
was no impact of that and the firing continued. Left with no option, SDPO Garhwa 
ordered the force to go for controlled firing. AC P.N.Tiwari ordered Havildar 
Pradeep Kumar Pandey to fire from his AK 47 and Constable Sunil Kumar from 
Mortar. Constable Sharad Kumar gave covering fire. In the meantime, Havaldar 
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P.K. Pandey gave the information to headquarter which later on helped in timely 
arrival of reinforcement. Inspector Vijay Pal who had taken position in the right 
flank along also led from the front and ordered Constable Brajesh Kumar to give 
cover fire which helped firing of mortar by Constable Ramnayah. SDPO Garhwa, 
SI Manish Chandra Lai and SI Amamath also took position and continued firing. 
The police party waited for daylight and reinforcement to start search after the 
firing stopped. On search, 8 dead bodies of naxalites, one SLR, three 315 rifles, 
five 303 rifles, one carbine, one DBBL and one country made pistol alongwith 
heavy quantity of ammunition and explosive and daily usage articles were 
recovered.

On the night of 19/20.04.08 at the risk of his life the nominee encountered 
bravely and successfully near village Budgadda under Nawadih Police Station Distt 
Bokaro w hich resulted in the death of a dreaded nexalite Sewa Ram Manjhi wanted 
and charge sheeted in almost a dozen cases under various Police Stations of the 
State. This refers to Nawadih P.S. case No.- 31/08 dated 20.04.08 u/s 
147/148/149/353/307 I.P.C.; 27 arms act, 3/v Expl. Suns. Act 10/13 U.A.P. Act. 

On receipt of a confidential information on 19.04.08. that about 20-25 armed 
Maoists comprising hardcore naxals like Sewa Ram Manjhi, Chandru Manjhi, 
Abhisek ji and others under the leadership of Navin Manjhi, a member of Jharkhand 
- Bihar Special Area Committee (SAC) have taken shelter in the jungle of 
Budgadda of Nawadih P.S. and are planning to fulfill their nefarious aims of looting 
the arms of Bokaro Thermal Police Station. On the tip Shri Niraj Kumar Singh 
consulted the SDPO Bermo Sri A V Minz IPS and on his direction a raiding team 
was organized comprising S.I. Bhola Singh O/C Bishnugadh P.S, S.I. Ajay Kumar 
O/C. I.E.L P.S, Armed forces of 12/A CRPF & STF under the leadership of the 
nominee S.I Niraj Kumar Singh. Before departing to raid the raiding party was 
divided into three parties. One party comprising of one platoon of armed forces was 
put under the leadership of the nominee, was to hit the target i.e. the hideout in the 
jungles of Budgadda, while the other two were to cordon off the area and to support 
the main raiding party. This entire operation was to be made under the cover of the 
darkness of night. 

The raiding party headed by Shri Niraj Kumar Singh swung into action and 
departed for their mission by 21.00 hrs followed by the rest two teams. Departing 
from I.E.L: P.S and crossing over the Konar river, the raiding party under the 
control and the command of Shri Niraj Kumar Singh, reached near the forest of 
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Budgadda around 01:00 o’clock morning covering almost 10 km on feet. As soon as 
they reached the said jungle the armed extremists guarding the hideout sensed the 
danger and started indiscriminate firing at the raiding Police party lead by SI Niraj 
Kr. Singh. Shri Niraj Kumar Singh did not loose his patience. Finding himself in a 
critical situation with no alternative of self defence so as to save the life of forces 
and safeguard of weapons, Shri Niraj Kumar Singh along with force took position 
and opened fire in return which resulted into injury of three extremists. One of them 
who was seriously injured took shelter in a under construction house of Tulsi 
Thakur of Budgudda village. He was later identified as Sewa Ram Manjhi of 
Persabera and died during treatment. However Navin Manjhi a SAC member and 
Chandru Manjhi Sub zonal Commander and Abhishek ji Area Commander and 
others managed to escape. On search sophisticated arms and ammunitions like hand 
grenade, detonator, fuse wire, and cartridges were recovered in huge amount. 

Most importantly after encounter the nominee not only recovered the injured 
Sewa Ram Manjhi but also tried his best to save his life by sending him to the 
nearest S.V.C Hospital, which reflects his bravery blended with service to mankind 
i.e. to save the life of man, whether he is a friend or foe. Unfortunately Sewa Ram 
died during treatment ending an era of naxalism and hatred in the “Uparghat Area” 
of Nawadih P.S. the most Naxal affected Police Station of Bokaro distt where 
Naxalites have trapped several police personal in landmines and have also looted 
arms and ammunitions. In this encounter about 200 rounds were fired from the side 
of extremists where as only the police used 60 rounds cartridges and two para 
bombs. And in spite of this fierce encounter no injury w r as caused to the police. 
Thus in face of danger to life S.I. Niraj kumar Singh displayed outstanding valour, 
exceptional courage coupled with an unfettered sense of devotion to duty and 
sincerity. 

In this encounter Shri Niraj Kumar Singh, Sub Inspector displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 18/11/2008 when the ANF Headquarters, Karkala received information 
that a group of four armed naxals are moving in the Mavinahole Forest near 
Horanadu, Mudigere Taluk, Chickmagalur District, he along with a team of 12 
others lead by Sri Ravinarayan, Dy. SP rushed to the area and laid an ambush. 

On the intervening night of 18/19/11/2008 at around 1.30 A.M. when the four 
armed naxalites were spotted, the ANF Team warned them to surrender. But the 
armed naxalites attacked the police by hurling grenades and opening fire. In self- 
defence the ANF team had to open fire. In this operation, Shri M.N. Guruprasad 
exhibited his bravery, great courage and commendable skill. He risked his life and 
fired at the naxals. In the encounter three naxals were killed, but unfortunately Shri 
M.N. Guruprasad was hit on the head by a bullet fired by the naxalites. He died 
instantaneously. Die three persons who died were identified as Shri Manohar (36), 
Sri Naveen (40) and Shri Venkatesh (24), all hardcore naxalites inciting local 
villagers to rise against the Government and carry on an armed struggle against the 
State. One Sten Gun, One Country made Pistol, Two hand grenades and cartridges 
were seized. Several Criminal Cases have also been registered in the past against 
these naxalites. 

In this encounter Shri (Late) M.N. Guruprasad, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On 15 th Sep, 2008 SP Morena Shri Santosh Kumar Singh received credible 
information that dreaded dacoit Vakila Gurjar along with his gang members from 
Dholpur (Rajasthan) side will move towards Chhinwara ravines. The input from 
informer was that this gang was crossing into M.P from Rajasthan for kidnapping of 
canal contractor. On receiving this information SP Shri Santosh Kumar Singh 
instructed SHO PS Sarai Chhola Shri Hitendra Rathore to reach PS-Devgarh with 
Force. SP Morena also reached PS-Devgarh along with CSP Morena Shri Amrat 
Meena and Force. Shri Santosh Kumar Singh who before coming to this district was 
posted in naxal infested district of Balaghat, used his knowledge and experience in 
field craft and tactics and tactical movement in night in briefing the Force 
thoroughly. Officers and men were briefed about the information received and the 
planning of encircling and arresting the dacoits. 

Then the entire Force was divided into three parties. Party No. 1 was led by 
SP Morena Shri Santosh Kumar Singh himself, Party No.2 was led by CSP Shri 
Amrat Meena and Party No.3 had been made as a cut off party. In the leadership of 
SP Shri Santosh Kumar Singh, the entire Force reached Chhinwara village and 
again after briefing the parties took position for ambush. 

At about 1.00 AM some voices were heard coming from Cham bed river side. 
SP Shri Santosh Kumar Singh saw by night vision that seven persons with guns 
were coming from chambal river side, SP Shri Santosh Kumar Singh asked his team 
member to throw search light on them and asked them who are you? Identify 
yourself. As soon as the search light was thrown on their faces, they started abusing 
and shouting that Police, Police.fire, and kill them. 

They started.firing rapidly towards Party No.l that was led by Shri Santosh 
Kumar Singh. Shri Santosh Kumar Singh warned repeatedly the dacoits to stop 
firing and surrender. Totally undeterred by Police warnings and taking advantage of 
terrain they took position and started firing heavily over police parties. 
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Then Shri Santosh Kumar Singh, firing in self defense, crawled towards the 
dacotis location alongwith his pajty and directed the other party to advance from 
other direction. In response, the dacoits kept firing heavily over police party. In this 
critical situation with volley of bullets coming towards him, showing utter disregard 
for his life Shri Santosh Kumar Singh kept crawling towards dacoits. While doing 
this bullet directed at him passed over his head brushing his hairs, his life was saved 
by stroke of luck. During this period SI Hitendra Rathore raised his head from 
lying position and tried to look towards dacoits location by Night Vision Device, in 
the nick of time he was pulled sideways by Shri Santosh Kumar Singh. A bullet 
went pass touching the neck of SI Hitendra Rathore causing injury to him. SI 
Hitendra Rathore’s life was saved due to timely action of Shri Santosh Kumar 
Singh. At this movement Shn Santosh Kumar Singh exhibiting rare courage and 
exemplary leadership briefed his men who were beside him in lying position and 
also passed brief instruction for final assault and charge over the rampaging dacoits. 
Both the parties moved forward, Shri Santosh Kumar Singh crawled forward and 
fired few rounds from kneeling position. Other police party led by CSP Shri Amrat 
Meena also fired and moved forward. During this final charge and firing by Police a 
shrill cry was heard. Immediately after this firing from dacoits side stopped. 

During the search a dacoit’s body was found in the direction of fire of party 
No. l later it was identified as that of Vakila Gurjar. He was the leader of his own 
gang, which was listed as T-21 in Gwalior Chambal division. Dacoit Vakila Gurjar 
carried a reward of Rs. 1,00,000/- ( One Lakh) by Government of Madhya Pradesh 
and Rs.2,000/~ (Two Thousand) from SP Dholpur(Rajasthan). A lethal arsenal 
along with a large quantity of live and empty cartridges were recovered from the 
spot.

(b) One country made pistol and two rounds. 

(c) One 315 bore single shot country made Rifle 

(d) 15 Live rounds and 53 blank cartridges of 315 bore Rifle. 

(e) 12 Blank Cartridges of 12 bore Rifle. 

(f) Two dairies and materials of daily need. 

In this encounter S/Shri Santosh Kumar Singh, Superintendent of Police and 
Amrat Meena, Superintendent of Police displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for w hich the decoration has been awarded 

On 2 nd May 2008 at about 1 O’clock in night a very reliable informer, 
informed S P Panna, Shri Abhay Singh that the rewarded and absconding decoit 
Dhirendra Singh is staying in the house of his maternal aunt Gundaraja in village 
Gopalpura, Distt Chhatarpur. Without loosing a single minute this information was 
discussed with Addl S P Panna Shri Rajesh Kumar Singh and in his overall 
leadership police force was directed to confirm the information and take necessary' 
action against dacoit. On demand for local police force by Panna police team SP 
Chhatarpur arranged a police team in the leadership of Addl S P Anil Mishra to help 
Parma Police team. 

Panna police was operating the Anti-dacoity operations against Dhirendra 
Singh for the last some months, was aw r are of the house of Gundaraja in Gopalpura. 
When both police parties were fencing in the house of Gundaraja in Gopalpura 
together, they saw a man running with firearm in his hand from within the house. 
He was recognized as Dhirendra Singh by const Sundar Singh. On seeing him 
running away, police parties chased him. Addl S P Panna Rajesh Kumar Singh,, 
warned him many time but of no use.He opened fire on police parties, while 
running away. 

After running about 1 Km he hid himself in Kisvawara hillocks. The land, 
there was uneven and rocky. As Dhirendra choose that place for his safety, he had 
better conditions to attack and save himself. The police force was tactically at a 
gross disadvantage as they (police) were on the slope of the hillock, because dacoit 
was on the top portion of the hillock, was strategically & tactically in a better 
position. Moreover, the police parties reached there after spending a whole sleepless 
night. 
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Panna police party started coming the hillock from north in the leadership of 
Addl, S P Rajesh Kumar Singh and Chhatarpur police party started searching from 
south in the leadership of Anil Mishra (Addl S P Chhatarpur). Both police parties 
started encircling the dacoit. About 5:35 am Addl S P Panna Rajesh Kumar Singh 
spotted the dacoit Dhirendra Singh and challenged him to surrender. On this dacoit 
Dhirendra Singh abused the policemen and said, “you policemen are dogs, get lost 
from here otherwise your dead bodies will be found scattered here”. At this point of 
time the police part}' was exposed to a great amount of danger as the dacoit had 
taken safe position where as the police part}' could not. 

In spite of many warnings he didn’t surrender and to escape from being 
arrested he aimed at Addl S P Panna Rajesh Kumar Singh and fired to shoot him 
dead. Addl S P Panna was alert for such type of attack he hid himself at once under 
a rock, the bullet struck the rock near his head and a piece of rock injured his head. 
It was a narrow escape for him. Addl S P Rajesh Kumar Singh exhibited the quality 
of leadership here and asked his party to take position immediately. Considering the 
situation police force immediately took the position. Dacoit Dheerendra Singh 
continued the firing on the police party. Apprehending imminent grave threat to the 
police party,Addl S P Rajesh Kumar Singh and Police party without caring for their 
lives exhibited extreme courage and in view of self defense also opened the fire. 
Not withstanding being injured Mr. Singh coordinating & controlling the operation 
kept on motivating his men. Showing utter disregard to his life, Addl S P Singh 
rallied his men against the dacoit. This dauntless action on his part ensured that the 
police force unfazed by the hail of bullets, held their ground. 

After the continuous firing for about 15 to 20 minutes, when the fire from the 
side of dacoit stopped, taking due precautions, the operation area was thoroughly 
searched in a tactical way. Dead body of bandit was recovered along with a Katta 
(country made firearm) of 315 bore and some dead and alive cartridges. 

In this encounter Shri Rajesh Kumar Singh, Additional Superintendent of 
Police displayed conspicuous gallantly 7 , courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On 03/01/09 at about 10.30 a.m., based on a specific information from own 
sources regarding movement of some armed underground cadres of People’s 
Liberation Army (PLA) in the general area of Andro Khunou and Sanapat with an 
intention to attack/ambush security forces, a combined team of Thoubal District 
police commandos (CDO) under Jemadar Ksh.Prakash and troops of 21 Para 
planned to carry out a counter insurgency operation in the said area. At about 12.30 
p.m., while Jemadar Ksh.Prakash Singh along with his team of CDO/ Thoubal and 
troops of 21 Para were moving in six vehicles from Andro Khunou towards 
Sanapat, the combined teams were fired upon heavily by well armed militants using 
sophisticated weapons as well as lathod bombs from different locations on the 
adjoining ridges at Haraorou Iroi lok. The combined team immediately jumped 
down from the vehicle and retaliated the firing after taking position alongside the 
road. The hilly terrain and thick undergrowth all around caused extreme difficulty' 
for the combined force to locate the exact position from where the militants were 
firing. Despite the adverse situation, Jemadar Prakash along with Constable 
H.Sakthi Singh and Constable M.Brojen Singh of CDO/Thoubal managed to 
advance forward by crawling and tactically charged towards the militants at one of 
the locations on a hill slope where incessant firing was coming, while the remaining 
commando personnel in the rear as well as the 21 Para personnel gave supporting 
fire so that they could advance. Thus, one armed underground cadre was eliminated 
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at the slope of the Haraorou Iroi lok and the other militants, unable to withstand the 
aggressive drive of the combined force, started retreating firing indiscriminately 
with sophisticated weapons as well as lathod bombs and fled towards the higher 
ridge of the Haraorou hill side. However, the combined force continued to advance 
forward and fired towards the fleeing militants, the militants managed to escape 
taking cover of the hilly terrain and thick undergrowth. After the encounter which 
lasted for about 10/15 minutes, a thorough search of the area was carried out and 
following were recovered. 

1. One AK 56 rifle bearing no. 56-1 29010121. 

2. One magazine with seven live rounds of AK rifle amn. 

3. Eleven fired cases of AK rifle 

4. One miss fired shell of lathod bomb 

5. One fired case of lathod bomb 

Later on, the deceased was identified as Sagolsem Ibohanbi Singh Kadambu 
(26) S/o S.Khohi Singh of Uchiwa Wangma Mayai Leikai, a self styled Corporal of 
the banned People’s Liberation Army (PLA). Police record revealed that he was 
involved in the ambush and killing of Insp. N. Lokhon Singh, former Officer-in¬ 
charge of CDO/Thoubal and two other commando personnel at Thoubal Bazar on 
20 th February' 2006, it refers to FIR No. 24(2)06 TBL P.S. U/s 302/307/326/395/34 
IPC, 3/5 Expl. Subs.Act 25(1-C) A. Act & 16(1) (b)/20 UA(P) A.Act’04 and in the 
snatching of arms from the escort personnel of Officer-in- charge of Wangoi Police 
station under Imphal West district on 5 th October 2005 under FIR no. 54(10)05 
WGIPS U/s 364/384/34 IPC, 16/20UA (P) A.Act’04 & 25(1-B) A.Act. It refers to 
case FIR No. 01(01)09 YPK P.S. U/s 307/34 IPC, 25(l-c) A. Act, 3/4 
Expl.Subs.Act and 16 (1) (b)/20 UA (P) A.Act’04. 

In this encounter S/Shri Ksh. Prakash Singh, Jemadar, Huidrom Sakthi Singh, 
Constable and Maisnam Brojen Singh, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 


On 2 February, 09, at around 2300 hours, a credible information was received 
through source about the movement of heavily armed cadres of the banned 
underground outfit ‘Peoples Revolutionary Party of Kangleipakf (PREPAK in 
short) in the general area of Kangchup Makhom village under Senapati District, 
planning to lay ambush/attack on Security Forces/Police Commandos at an 
opportune moment. 

Acting on this information, a combined team comprising Police Commandos 
of Imphal West District and troops of 16th Assam Rifles rushed to the said area for 
counterinsurgency operation in the wee hours of 3/2/2009 at around 0030 hrs. Dr. 
A.K. Jhalajit Singh, Sub-Divisional Police Officer, Imphal West District, G.O. in 
charge, CDO, Imphal West unit arranged strategic planning for deployment of force 
to make effective and optimum coverage of the said area of the hilly terrain at the 
same time. 

After a long march and climb in the hilly terrain, the combined team laid cut¬ 
off points around the suspected village as full cordon was not possible due to the 
hilly terrain. Some personnel of 16th Assam Rifles along with selected police 
commando personnel were deployed along the hill-stretch covering about 50 metres 
on the western stretch of the village. Dr. AK. Jhalajit Singh and Constable A. 
Langamba Singh took position at one strategic point along the same stretch, a bit 
away on the right side. Thus, after cordoning the suspected area/village, at about 
0530 hours, a commando team led by Sub-Inspector K. Bobby stealthily moved 
towards the village. As the team of S.I. K. Bobby was approaching the village, dogs 
started barking. Suddenly, heavily armed militants in camouflage uniform 
numbering about 10/12 ran out of the village in different directions with 
indiscriminate firing, with least concern for the safety of the villagers. Sub- 
Inspector K. Bobby and his party immediately took cover and engaged in the gun- 
fight with the attacking militants. The team showed great restraint by not firing 
randomly to avoid any collateral damage to the villagers. 
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Within a few minutes, amidst the Tiring, Dr. AK. JhaTajit Singh spotted 
4(four) militants running towards the location where he and Constable Langamba 
were taking position. Perceiving presence of the police personnel, the militants 
bifurcated into two and fired in the direction of the above two policemen with 
Lethod bombs and AK-Assault Rifles. Dr. Ak. Jhalajit Singh and Constable 
Langamba were in great risk as they were fired upon from two sides using Lethod 
grenade Launcher and AK-assault rifles. However, undeterred with the adverse 
situation, both of them maintained their composure and engaged themselves in the 
fierce and direct fight with the militants using AK-47 Assault Rifles only. 

Suddenly, when one of the militants holding Lethod grenade Launcher (M- 
79) was trying to cross over a small gorge covered with thick bushes, Dr. AK 
Jhalajit Singh, sensing that the militant might escape, advanced forward without 
much care for his life and safety, charged against the militant with incessant firing. 
On seeing the bold and daring move by the officer, Constable A. Langamba Singh 
crawled close to the right side of Dr. Ak. Jhalajit Singh and jointly charged against 
the militant who was firing with a Lethod grenade Launcher besides the other 
militant providing fire cover to him. Ultimately, both of them succeeded in shooting 
down the militant with the Lethod grenade Launcher. The dead militant was later on 
identified as Pvt. Brahmacharimayum Sanjit @ Amumacha Sharma (20 yrs) S/o (L) 
B. Amuba Sharma of Wangling Lamding Mayai Lei kai P/S Thoubal a fighting 
cadre of the banned PREPAK On the other hand, the Assam Rifles personnel who 
were about 50 metres away on the left side engaged themselves in the gun-fight, 
thereby killing another militant who was firing with AK-56 rifles. The slain militant 
with AK-56 rifle was later on identified as Pvt. Leishangbam Beishor Manaoton 
Kishan (16yrs) S/o L. Joychandra Singh of Moidangpok Mayaileikai P/S Patsoi, a 
fighting cadre of the banned PREPAK. The rest escaped. 

The following arms and ammunitions and assorted items were recovered 
from their possession. 

(1) One Lethod grenade launcher (M-79); 

(2) 16 live Lethod bombs; 

(3) One AK-56 Assault Rifle; 

(4) One AK-56 magazine; 

(5) Six live rounds of AK-56; 

(6) 31 empty caches of AK- ammn; 

(7) One empty cache of Lethod grenade/bomb; 

(8) One Lethod grenade/bomb pouch 

In this encounter Dr. Akoijam Jhalajit Singh, Sub Divisional Police Officer 
and Shri Athokpam Langamba Singh, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

In the last part of October i.e., on 21.10.2008, the State of Manipur has had a 
bitter experience of bomb blast in the crowded area of Imphal town, at the main 
gate of Ragailong near AR Transit Camp, when innocent people mostly youths 
were merry-making on the festive occasion of Diwali, thereby killing 17 people and 
injuring 35 people. Right- minded people of every walks of life including NGOs of 
womenfolk and other voluntary organizations squarely condemned such inhuman 
terrorist act. Soon after the incident, one of the UG outfits operating in the State 
claimed itself responsible for the terrorist act. The State Police geared up its 
counter-insurgency operations in and around Imphal town area and other vulnerable 
outskirts of the city as part of its proactive actions against UG outfits by activating 
its source/intelligence network in full swing. On 23-10-2008, at about 5.30 p.m a 
reliable information was received that some well-armed underground elements were 
camping in and around the hilly area of Heingang Heibimakhong hill. The area is 
not so far away from Imphal town area, hardly 10 kms, but the said hill range 
stretches a bit long and as such the available strength of State commando force may 
find it difficult to cover up the entire area. On receipt of this reliable and 
hard intelligence input, a combined team of Commando, Imphal East District and 
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39-Assam Rifles was organized and it rushed to the suspected area in the evening. 
By that time, it was almost dark. To cover the area as also to stop possible escape 
route of the militants strategically, the combined team bifurcated and approached 
towards the suspected area from two directions. Insp. P. John Singh and his team 
proceeded from western side i.e., from Khabam LamJkhai (road-crossing along NH- 
39) and crossing Achanbigei bridge touched Heingang Awang Leikai; then 
advanced towards the hilly area. On the other hand, the commando team led by 
Sub-Inspector Th. Phulchandra Singh followed by the Assam Rifles personnel 
proceeded from the eastern side i.e., from Pangei side along the newly widened 
kutcha road crossing over a hillock. These are the only two inter-village foothill 
roads leading to the suspected hilly area which are surrounded by hill range on the 
northern side and stretch of paddy field on the southern side. At about 7.10 pm, 
while the team led by lnsp. P. John Singh was approaching at a largely curbed area 
along the foothill, he noticed some youths numbering about 15 through his vehicle 
light in the hilly region in a very suspicious manner. By that time, the commando 
team led by Sub-Inspector Th. Phulchandra Singh was also approaching towards the 
area at a distance of about 200 metres by crossing the construction site of 
Sericulture Department. The Assam Rifles personnel were by then just crossing the 
hillock (about 200 metres distance behind the team of Sub-Inspector Th. 
Phulchandra Singh) as they were keeping strategical distance while moving along 
the foothill road. 

Thus, while the commando teams were getting close towards them from two 
different directions, lnsp. P. John Singh shouted at them to stop for verification of 
their identity. Suddenly, the militants ran upside the hill and started firing towards 
the commandos. The commandos retaliated by jumping out of their vehicles and 
taking position wherever they were. Bushes surrounded the foothill area, with 
uneven surface, providing advantageous position for physical coverage of the 
militants. On the other hand, initially the commandos could hardly find tangible 
object on the road for their physical coverage. Despite the adverse situation faced, 
the commandos under the effective command of SI Th. Phulchandra Singh and 
Inspector P. John Singh ducked on the ground and retaliated with incessant firing to 
counter the well-equipped militants. At an opportune moment Riflemen N. Ojen 
Singh rushed towards the southern low-lying area of paddy field and ducking inside 
the nullah, he resorted to fire towards the hillside where the militants were firing 
from. Inspector P. John Singh having the advantage of this covering fire advanced 
forward upside the hill to get closer to one of the pine trees, However, due to heavy 
firing from the hill-side, he could hardly get closer to the trees, Riflemen N. Ojen 
Singh came out from the nullah and he also ran up crossing the road. Then, both 
Inspector P. John Singh and Riflemen N. Ojen Singh with crawling advanced 
forward and by taking position behind the pine trees resorted to effective firing 
against the militants. 
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On the other hand, SI Th. Phulchandra Singh and his party also were getting 
close to the encounter site by-passing through the paddy field. Ridges covered with 
fully grown-up paddy plants provided their physical coverage. However, they could 
not move fast in the ankle-deep muddy field. The gun-shots of the militants from 
upside the hill showered upon the team of SI Th. Phulchandra Singh, in the face of 
which SI Th. Phulchandra Singh closely followed by Rifleman N. Nungshibabu 
Singh and Rifleman Y. Sukumar Singh managed to advance forward and by 
ducking inside the nullah of the foothill charged against the militants who were 
running away from the western side where Inspector P. John Singh and his party 
were resorting to gun-fight. 

During the lively encounter. Inspector P. John Singh was pursuing one of the 
militants holding M-16 assault rifle. Momentarily, the militant stopped firing in his 
abortive attempt to escape by climbing a steep slope of the hillside. However, he 
slipped down and again started running along the foothill drain. Taking advantage 
of this critical moment, Inspector P. John Singh made a hot pursuit and gunned 
down the militant (later on identified as Md. Yahia Khan @ John (26 yrs) S/O Md. 
Abdul Hafiz of Sora Awang Leikai, Thoubal District, S/S Secretary Organisation, 
(PULF). Another militant who happened to be near the area, say at about 20/30 feet, 
was also trying to flee away. Rifleman N. Ojen Singh shot down the youth who was 
holding one 9mm pistol (later on identified as Salam Rajesh @ Rony (25 yrs) S/o S. 

Chaoba Singh of Moirang Khunou Chandapur, Bishunupur District, S/s Corporal 
KCP (MC). 

Perceiving that some of the remaining militants were running out from the 
western side towards the huts of the Sericulture Department scattered in the eastern 
side because of the forceful drive of Inspector P. John Singh and his party, SI Th; 
Phulchandra Singh and his party made a hot pursuit of the fleeing youths with 
incessant firing. One of the militant holding M-16 Rifle who was lagging behind 
resorted to indiscriminate firing presumably to provide coverage to his comrades. SI 
Th. Phulchandra Singh advanced forward in crawling position and pinned down the 
militant (later on identified as Laishram Tompok Singh @ Lamyan (24 yrs) S/O L. 
Angou Singh of Sekmaijing Bazar, Imphal West District S/s Corporal KCP (MC). 

Rifleman N. Nungshibabu Singh and Rifleman Y. Sukumar Singh w r ere 
running ahead towards the eastern side in pursuit of the fleeing militants. Adverse 
circumstances like darkness, thick bushes, uneven, ground and heavy gun shots 
from different directions-hill-top and foothill sides- did not deter them from making 
further pursuit. Impelled with high sense of duty and dogged determination, both of 
them made a forceful drive and charged against the militants. Ultimately, both of 
them succeeded in shooting down one of the militants holding SMC Carbine (later 
on identified as Thokchom Sashikanta © Malangba @ AK Zahir (26 yrs) S/o (L) 
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Th. Singhajit Singh of Nongpok Lourembam, Thoubal District, S/s Asst. Finance 
Secretary (PULF) and another militant holding 12 bore single barrel gun and a high 
explosive Hand Grenade (later on identified as Laishram Premananda Meitei @ 
Prem (18 yrs) S/O L. Angou Singh of Sugnu Wapokpi, Thoubal District S/s Pvt. 
KCP (MC). 

Thus, in the encounter the following 5(five) militants belonging to the two 
valley-based underground outfits of Kangleipak Communist Party (MC) and 
Peoples United Liberation Front were killed:- 


(1) Md. Yahia Khan @ John (26 yrs) S/O Md. Abdul Hafiz of Sora Awang 
Leikai, Thoubal District S/S Secretary Organisation, PULF. 

(2) Salam Rajesh @ Rony (25 yrs) S/o S. Chaoba Singh of Moirang Khunou 
Chandapur, Bishunupur District, S/s Corporal KCP (MC). 

(3) Laishram Tompok Singh @ Lamyan (24 yrs) S/o L. Angou Singh of 
Sekmaijing Bazar, Imphal West District S/s Corporal KCP (MC). 

(4) Thokchom Sashikanta @ Malangba @ AK Zahir (26 yrs) S/o (L) Th. 
Singhajit Singh of Nongpok Lourembam, Thoubal District, S/s Asst. Finance 
Secretary PULF. 

(5) Laishram Premananda Meitei Prem (18 yrs) S/o L. Angou Singh of Sugnu 
Wapokpi, Thoubal District S/s Pvt. KCP (MC). 

Even after the actual encounter as cited above, the combined team continued 
to conduct search operation in the hilly region. However, the remaining militants 
managed to escape taking privilege of darkness and thick bushes. During search, 
following arms and ammunition were recovered from the slain militants:-

Statement of service for w hich the decoration has been awarded. 

On 29 th April, 2009 at about 3 p.m, a reliable and specific information was 
received that armed cadres of a valley-based underground outfit were loitering in 
the general area of Hiyangthang Tarahei Awang Leikai. 
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Immediately on receipt of the said intelligence input, a combined team of 
Commando of Imphal West District and a column of Army belonging to 12- 
Maratha Light Infantry was organized and rushed to the aforesaid area. The 
commando force comprised of two teams- one led by Sub-Inspector Ch.Anand 
Kumar and another by Sub-Inspector S Guikan Thangal. For the purpose of proper 
area-coverage, the combined team on reaching Langthabal bifurcated the Army 
personnel further proceeded along Imphal-Mayang Imphal road upto Hiyangthan 
bridge to cordon the southern side of Tarachei village while the two teams of 
commando approached towards the suspected location from Langthabal side taking 
the inter-village road running on the eastern side of Imphal river. There lies hill 
range known as Heibokching on the eastern side of the suspected area, featured with 
Imphal river on the western side of the village. 

When the Commandos reached Hiyangthan Tarahei Konjil Awang Leikai, 
they were fired upon heavily from an abandoned/deserted house situated on the 
eastern side of the inter-village road. The team of SI Anand Kumar was on the from 
vehicle followed by that of SI Guikan keeping strategic distance. The commandos 
retaliated and there ensued an encounter. 

The commandos in the team of SI Anand Kumar were momentarily meddled 
due to the sudden ambush. SI Anand Kumar who had enough experience in such 
encounter controlled the situation and took the things in order. Himself crawling on 
the ground, SI Anand Kumar continued to advance forward leading his men with 
incessant firing. Constable L.Khogen managed to get close to SI Anand Kumar 
assisting him in the close gun-fight. Ultimately, both of them happened to face one 
of the militant who was firing with automatic rifle. In utter disregard of their 
personal safety, both SI Anand Kumar and Constable L Khogen made a forceful 
drive against the militants. In the fierce gunfight the militants unable to face the 
commandos retreated and with confuse state of mind, the militants tried to run 
towards the hill side through the open field, whereby he was physically exposed. 
The commandos mainly with SI Anand Kumar and Constable Khogen in the 
forefront, chased the fleeing youth and pinned down him on the foothill. The 
militant was later on identified as Ksh. Surjit Meetei, S/o Ksh. Jiten Meetei of 
Kakwa Naorem Leikai, hard core activist of the UG outfit PREPAK. One AK-56 
Rifle was recovered from near the dead body. 

On the other hand, the commandos in the group of SI Guikan continued to 
advance forward towards the southern side where SI Anand Kumar and his group 
were engaged. SI Guikan, young and energetic officer with renewed zeal and 
determined efforts continued to make a forceful drive against the militants. In a very 
difficult and tough situation where SI Guikan tried to cross over a drain on the 
foothill side, one of the militant who was hiding inside the drain raised his head all 
of a sudden and fired upon SI Guikan from a very close range. Luckily, the first 
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round of bullets missed its target. Constable Md. Serakhan Shah facing the situation 
boldly fired and the pounced upon the militants and succeeded and killing the 
militants. One M-20 Pistol was recovered from near the dead body. The slain 
militant was later on identified as Sagolsem Anand Meetei, S/o S Manjor Meetei of 
Mayang Imphal Maibam Konjil, hard core activist of the UG outfit PREPAK. At 
this critical juncture, another militant who was also taking position near the slain 
militant Sagolsem Anand meetei made an abortive attempt to hurl hand grenade 
towards the commandos as he was very much in a helpless/deplorable condition due 
to the killing of his comrade. Within a fraction of second, SI Gulkan Swiftly reacted 
and shot dead the militant before he resorted to hurl the hand grenade. Had the 
militants succeeded in lobbing the hand grenade, it might have caused serious 
casualty' on the part of the commandos. The slain militant was later on identified as 
Lourembam Yaiphaba @ Sakhiton Singh S/o L Tomba Singh of Liwa Road Oinam 
Leikai, hard core activist of the UG outfit PREPAK. Two hand grenades were 
recovered from near the dead body. 

After the encounter, the commandos conducted search and recovered the 
following arms and ammunition from the encounter site where three of the hard 
core militants belonging to the underground outfit People’s Revolutionary Party of 
Kangleipak (PREPAK) were killed.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 


On 10.03.2009 at about 0730 hours, SI L Bedajit received a reliable 
information about the presence of banned organization namely, United National 
Liberation Front (in short UNLF) armed cadres in and around Tera Kachin which is 
very close to the Loktak Lake and the surrounding area covered by thick bushes, to 
lay ambush to security personnel. Immediately on receipt of the information, SI 
Bedajit along with ASI L Chaoba Singh with their teams along with a column of 
12 th Maratha Light Infantry, led by Lt. Vikram, chalked out an operation plan and 
rushed to the area for conducting an operation at about 0815 hours. 

The team arrived at Tera Kachin locality at about 0830 hours and cordoned 
off the main roads/lane leading to the village. ASI L Chaoba Singh and his team 
cut-off the escaped route leading to the western side of the village and the 12 th MLI 
personnel under Lt. Vikram entered the village from the south SI, L Bedajit with his 
team approached the village from the main road. The team led by SI L Bedajit was 
fired upon from sophisticated weapons on reaching first house of the village. The 
party all jumped out from the vehicle and took position on the roadside nullah and 
immediately retaliated towards the source of firing. After about 15 minutes, 2/3 
armed militants were seen running out of a house and charging towards the police 
party with firing. SI L Bedajit immediately shouted and asked them to stop firing

and surrender. However, instead of stopping and surrendering the armed militants 
turn back and attempted to break through the cordon laid by ASI L Chaoba and his 
party by firing. But again they were repulsed by ASI L Chaoba and PC S Khongsai 
both holding an AK Rifle with them. In the exchange of fire one militant was shot 
dead. The remaining militants being cornered from all side still refused to gave up 
instead attempted to sneak alternative, SI Bedajit and Rfn. Mocha both holding an 
AK Rifles each retaliated simultaneously and shot dead one militant. The rest 
escaped. 

After the encounter, the area was thoroughly searched and found two dead 
bodies. From near one of the dead bodies one country made 9 mm Carbine with 
magazine loaded with 3 live rounds and one hand grenade ( Chinese made) was 
recovered. From near the second dead body one automatic 9 mm Pistol loaded with 
2 (two) live rounds in a magazine and 1 (One) live round in the chamber was 
recovered. 7(Seven) empty cases of 9 mm ammunitions were also recovered from 
the area. The recovered items were formally seized. The slain militants were later 
on identified as (i) Haorokcham Bobu @ Sanamahi (25) S/o H Kumar Singh of 
Awang Khunou Mamang Leikai & (ii) Athokpam Nan Singh (20) S/o A Ibocha 
Singh of Ithai Khunou Mayai Leikai, both active members of UNLF. 

It refers to FIR No. 17(3)09 Mayang Imphal PS u/s 307/34 IPC, 20 UA(P) 
Ammdt. Act, 25(I-C) Arms act read with 5 Explosive Substances Act. 

In this encounter S/Shri L. Bedajit, Sub Inspector, L. Chaoba Singh, Assistant 
Sub Inspector, Seikhohao Khongsai, Constable and P. Mocha Singh, Rifleman 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 


On receipt of a reliable information from source on 19.07.2009 at about 1.10 
p.m. that heavily armed underground elements numbering about 10-15 were taking 
shelter at different huts located on the top of Chiningkhul hill range within 
Bishnupur District at a distance of about 03 Kms North-West from DHQ, 
Bishnupur, SI P Sanjoy Singh of Commando Bishnupur District established contact 
with 4/8 G.R of Army with whom he was always operating and associating and 
chalked out plan for organizing a deliberate and well planned operation. The plan 
made by SI P Sanjoy Singh was such that his team would tactically moved forward 
camouflaging themselves as cultivators consealing their arms and wireless sets in 
local chadar posing themselves as farmers in such a way that underground elements 
taking shelter on the top of the hill could not suspect them as security personnel. 
The second tactical plan was that the columns of 4/8 G.R. of Army would act as the 
reinforcing and supporting force concealing their identities inside the village near 
the foot hill. The 4/8 G.R Army personnel would immediately react as and when 
they were informed over the wireless set by SI P Sanjoy Singh. 

At around 1.50 pm. As planned, the team of SI P Sanjoy Singh led by him 
climbed up the Chiningkhul hill cautiously sometimes concealing themselves in the 
jungle and bushes and not adopting the main route used by the villagers. Three 
teams were divided out of which one team was to take care of the northern side, the 
2 nd team was to cover the southern side, and 3 rd team led by SI P Sanjoy Singh 
assisted by Th. Dhamen Singh was covering the middle portion of the area. When 
the mobile party was about to reach the huts, one of the underground elements who 
was purportedly on sentry duty shouted and opened fire towards the Commando. SI 
P Sanjoy Singh and Th. Dhamen Singh in utter disregard of their personal safety

and with belligerent posture immediately took position and" opened fire towards the 
sentry on duty to silence him. At the same time Constable Vunglian Mang and 
Rifleman N Mangi Meitei who were on the northern side of the team immediately 
advanced further by crawling taking cover through the bushes through the volley of 
fire from the extremists and retaliated with iron nerve by taking extreme risk of 
their lives and continue to open fire towards the underground elements. The party 
led by SI P Sanjoy Singh assisted by Constable Th. Dhamen Singh accounted for 
the sentry on duty, as a result of which, no damage could be caused to the 
Commando party although the underground elements were opening fire towards the 
Commando party. The encounter continued for about 10-20 minutes. Of course, the 
south-western side of the hut could not be covered as the mobile team was not 
having enough strength to make the cut stop on the hill top. 


During the encounter, SI P Sanjoy Singh assisted by the following 
Constables/Rifleman namely, (i) Constable Th. Dhamen Singh (ii) Constable 
Vunglian Mang and (iii) Rifleman N Mangi Meitei with iron nerve and dogged 
determination advanced by crawling with continuous firing towards the Kheti hut as 
a result of which the underground elements could not resist the firing from the 
Police Commando and came out of the hut to assault the Commando Party. Had SI 
P Sanjoy Singh assisted by (i) Constable Th. Dhamen Singh (ii) Constable Vunglian 
Mang and (iii) Rifleman N Mangi Meitei not acted with firm determination and 
without caring for their personal safety, the underground elements would not only 
have killed the advancing Commando team, but would also have taken away the 
arms held by them. 


After the encounter was over, a search was carried out and the following 
arms and ammunition and other articles were recovered from them 

(a) One double barrel shot gun bearing No.IN-11507-D/4-05 
manufactured by Green & Co. alongwith two empty cartridges loaded 
in the chamber. 

(b) One 9 mm Pistol bearing No.7722 with two live rounds of 9mm 
Caliber. 

(c) One 9mm Pistol marked as “Service Arm of the USA Government” 
with three live rounds of 9mm caliber. 

(d) One Nokia handset Model No. 1200 blue and grey in colour. 

(e) One Nokia hand set model No. 1600 black in colour.

Hemanta Singh was the one which was snatched from Oinam after eliminating one 
driver namely Yumnam Manichandra Singh (48) S/o Y Modhuchandra Singh of 
Khurai Nandeibam Leikai of Imphal East by KCP cadres in an attempt to kidnap the 
Executive Engineer namely Oinam Ibopishak Singh of Loktak Development 
Authority. This referes to FIR case No.52(7)09 Nbl. PS U/s 307/326/382/34 IPC, 
25(1 -c)A. Act and 16 UA(P) A. Act. This factum of recovery of the DBBL gun has 
clearly established that the deceased S Hemanta Singh is the one who was 
responsible for killing the driver namely Yummam Manichandra Singh in 
attempting to kidnap the Executive Engineer namely Oinam Ibopishak Singh of 

Loktak Development Authority on 15.07.2009. 

In this encounter S/Shri P. Sanjoy Singh, Sub Inspector, Th. Dhamen Singh, 
Constable, Vunglian Mang, Constable and N. Mangi Meitei, Rifleman displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 15 th May, 2009 at about 0030 hours, a specific information was received 
that the banned outfit KYKL (Kanglei Yawol Kanna Lup) numbering about 6 
cadres, earlier involved in threatening to the Christian members of Phumlou and 
Phayeng Makha Leikai and burning their churches building on 10 lh and 1 l l May, 
2009 respectively and killing of two persons at Senjam Chirang (PS Lamsang) 
village on 14 th May, 2009 night, were camping at Koutruk hilltop. The information 
farther states that they planning to attack/ambush the security personnel operating 
in Koutruk area. The hillock is located at a distance of about 10 kms, North-West 
from lamsang police station. Based on this information, Imphal West Police 
Commandos under the command of Shri L.Kailun IPS, Sr. Superintendent of 
Police, Imphal West, with a column each of 12 th Maratha Light Infantry (MLI) and 
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39 m Assam Rifles, was organized and pressed into service at Koutruk area at about 
0230 hours. 

On reaching the general area of Koutruk village, the team divided into two. 
One group under SI K Bobby Singh assisted by Hav A. Bishwanath Singh and L. 
Chingkheihunba Meitei, along with personnel of 39 th Assam Rifles were deployed 
on the south-western side of Koutruk hillock. Another group led by SI James 
Thangal and his party namely, Rih Kh Johnson Singh, T. Anou Meitei and 
Doumang Khongsai along with personnel of 12 th MLI were deployed at the north¬ 
eastern side of the hillock. Shri L. Kailun, Sr SP/Imphal West moved in from the 
south-eastern foothill of the hillock, and supervised the whole operation and also 
cut-off any escape route on the south western side. 

The night was dark and visibility was poor, except for the moon lit. The 
teams moved tactically and approached the hilltop. By about 0445 hours, the group 
led by SI K Bobby saw movement of some peoples at the hilltop from a distance of 
about 25-30 meters. SI K. Bobby and his party moved in further to have a better 
cover and enquire. But suddenly, the militants opened burst fire from their 
sophisticated weapons. The police party also instantaneously dove for cover and 
retaliated swiftly and a fierce encounter ensued. The militants were taking position 
on the dominating hilltop, properly entrenched by a high feature continued to fire 
heavily to all sides. SI K. Bobby, Hav Bishwanath Singh and Const. 
Chingkheihunba Meitei, who were at a very vulnerable and risky spot having no 
cover retaliated fiercely with their AK rifles and reported that 2 or 3 militants are 
down but the rest continues to fight. Shri L. Kailun immediately instructed the 
group led by SI James Thangal to be alert. Instinctively, SI James Thangal, Rfii. 
Johnson Singh, Const. Anou Meitei and Const. Khongsai who were also at 
vulnerable position without any cover on the north eastern side of the hillock, 
except the leaves of the tree, dove for cover and retaliated fiercely from their AK 
assault rifles, he also reported that 1 or 2 are down. 

At the same time, Shri L. Kailun IPS, Sr. SP/Imphal West with his team, who 
also close in towards the hilltop, suddenly came face to face with one militant 
armed with an AK assault rifle., Shri L. Kailun, immediately shouted at him to stop, 
but instead of stopping the militant opened burst fire with his AK assault rifles 
towards the police party, which missed the police officer and his men by inches. 
Immediately Shri L. Kailun, with long years of experience in counter-insurgency 
operation in the state and his party dove to the ground and instantaneously retaliated 
fiercely resulting in the killing of the armed militant at the spot. 

After the encounter was over, the site was thoroughly searched by the 
security personnel and six unknown armed militants were found dead in and around - 
the hilltop with bullet injuries on various parts of their bodies and recovered the 
following arms and ammunitions, assorted articles near their bodies and the 
sheltered side:- 
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i) 5 (five) nos of AK-56 assault rifles with one magazine each 
loaded with 77 live rounds altogether. 

ii) 01 auto pistol loaded with 03 live rounds 

iii) 02 Chinese made hand grenades. 

iv) 54 assorted rounds of AK amns were found near the dead 
bodies. 

The deceased persons were later on identified as hard core banned armed 
cadres of Kanglei Yaol Karma Lup (in short KYKL) operating in the area for the 
last 2/3 days. They are; 

i) Keisham Sanatomba Singh (31) s/o (1) K. Tomba Singh of 
Heibongpokpi Mayai Leikai(s/s Sgt. Major). 

ii) Mayengbam Chaothoi Singh (23) s/o (L) M. Ibobi Singh of Lamjao 
Part-11, Tejpur Awang Lleikai.(s/s Lt.) 

iii) Angom Guni Singh (21) s/o A. Langbanjao of Phayengching Khunou 
(s/s Lt.) 

iv) Leishangthem Simon Singh (19) s/o L. Budha Singh of Koutruk Ching. 
(s/s pvt.) 

v) Angom Priyojit @ Ngongo Singh (17) s/o A. Subhash Singh of 
Phayeng Awang Leikai. (s/s pvt.). 

vi) A. Amuthi Singh (24) s/o Niiamani of Phayengching Khunou s/s/ 2 r<1 
Lt.) 

It refers to case FIR No. 25(5)09 Lamsang PS u/s 307/34/IPC, 20UA(P) 
Amndt. Act, 25(1-C) Arms Act, 5 Expl. Subs. Act. It corresponds to FIR No. 
21(5)09 of Saitu Gamphazol police station under the same section of laws. 

In this encounter S/Shri L. Kailun, Senior Superintendent of Police, M. 
James Thangal, Sub Inspector, K. Bobby Singh,Sub Inspector, A Bishwanath Singh, 
Havildar, L. Chingkheihunba Meitei, Constable, Kh. Johnson Singh, Rifleman, T. 
Anou Meitei, Constable and Doumang Khongsai, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 06/03/06, on the basis of a secret information regarding Hemant @ Sonu, 
team of Special Cell conducted a raid at Flat No.505, 5 th Floor, Sagar Apptt., 
Sushant Lok-II, Gurgaon, Haryana at about 1.30 A.M. When the inmates didn t 
open the door, the police team made their entry by forcibly breaking open the door. 
Sanjay Singh S/o Bhopal Singh was overpowered, who revealed that one gangster 
(later identified as Jaiprakash @ JP R/o Najafgarh, Delhi) had skipped through the 
shaft from the rear balcony of the flat. 

On search Jaiprakash, a close associate of Hemant @ Sonu, was traced in rear 
side shaft, who was asked to surrender before the police. Instead, he opened fire 
upon the police party and took out a grenade and threatened to kill the members of 
police party and residents by exploding the grenade. In order to apprehend the 
criminal and in self defence, police party also returned fire. The gangster managed 
to hide himself under the cover of darkness. Police restrained firing keeping in 
view the security of public. Keeping in view the gravity of the situation additional 
force was sought from Special Cell and Haryana police. Meanwhile, on enquiry 
Sanjay Singh above revealed that Hemant @ Sonu along with his associate Jaswant 
@ Sonu is hiding in a flat No.9-1101, Valley View Estate, Gwalpahadi, Gurgaon on 
Faridabad Road. Accordingly, a team headed by Sh. Sanjeev Yadav, ACP, 
consisting of Insp. Lalit Mohan, Inspr. Hndaya Bhushan, SI Girish Kumar, and 
other left for Valley View Apartment, whereas other team members were left at the 
spot to work upon the situation to apprehend Jaiprakash @ JP. 

At around 5.30 A.M., the team reached Flat No.9-1101, Valley View Estate, 
Gurgaon and conducted raid. The inmates were directed to open the door and 
surrender before the police. When inmates didn’t open the door despite warning,

police made entry by forcibly breaking open the door. Hemant @ Sonu immediately 
opened fire upon the police party. Police party returned the fire. Jaswant @ Sonu 
was seen climbing down to the tenth floor balcony from the rear side. Door of the 
tenth floor flat was also forcibly broke opened. The gangster later identified as 
Jaswant @ Sonu S/o Jagdish Prasad R/o RZ-421, Gopal Nagar, Najafgarh, Delhi, 
also fired upon the police party. In the ensuing encounter Hemant @ Sonu and 
Jaswant @ Sonu got killed. One 9 mm pistol and 455 bore revolver used by 
Hemant @ Sonu and one .38 bore used by Jaswant @ Sonu and live cartridges were 
recovered from them. 

INDIVIDUAL ROLE OF THE OFFICER 


ACP Sanjeev Yadav: During the encounter with the interstate gangsters, ACP 
Sanjeev Yadav bravely led the team. When the team reached at Flat No.9-1101, 
Valley view Apartment, where the gangsters were hiding, he asked them to open the 
door and surrender. When the gangsters didn’t open the door, the same was broke 
opened. As he entered the flat and challenged the gangsters, the dreaded duo took 
out their weapons and opened fire upon the police party. Hemant @ Sonu took 
position inside the kitchen situated on left side of the entrance, whereas, Jaswant @ 
Sonu ran towards the rear side balcony, simultaneously firing upon the police party. 
In self defence and in order to apprehend the gangster, police party returned the fire. 
ACP Yadav, while leading the team, bravely confronted Hemant @ Sonu. While 
returning fire, ACP was in the direct firing line of the gangster and had no cover for 
his safety. He advanced his way near the gangster without caring for his life even 
when one bullet fired by the gangster hit him. However, he was narrowly saved due 
to the bullet-proof jacket worn by him. Undeterred and unfazed, the die-hard 
officer fired 3 rounds from his sendee pistol and played a vital role in the 
eliminating the gangster. 

In this encounter Shri Sanjeev Kumar Yadav, Assistant Commissioner of 
Police displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 06.05.2008 at 1.00 PM, Shri Dinesh Vashishta Inspector of Police, SHO 
PS-Badi received reliable information from a trusted informer that dreaded dacoit 
Gyani with his gang members and arms & ammunition would be coming to village 
Bidarpur. Shri Dinesh Vashishta, SHO PS-Badi conveyed this information to the 
then SP Dholpur by phone. 

SP Dholpur immediately dispatched an ADF team comprising of Shri Vimal 
Kumar Parashar, ASI with 38 bore revolver, Mahavir Prasad, ASI Balvindra, 
HCwith AK-47 Rifle, Lakhan Singh, HC, Rohitash, Constable, Dharmendra, 
Constable, Sonvir, Constable and Laxman Singh, Constable with one SLR each and 
sufficient amount of ammunition. The ADF team reached PS-Badi at 3,00 PM. 

The same day at 4.30 PM, shri Dinesh Vashistha SHO Badi with one revolver 
38 bore, Shri Ajay Singh, HC, Jaidev, Constable, Than Singh, Rajesh, Constable, 
Suresh, Constable, Krishna Murari, Constable and driver Ram Nath along with 
ADF team reached village Bidarpur fully prepared to confront the dacoit gang. 
Meanwhile the informer gave additional information that Dacoit Gyani and his gang 
would be coming by road in a private jeep armed with tire arms which may be used 
against the police party. 

On receipt of this vital information, Shri Dinesh Vashishth, SHO Badi 
blocked the road near devthan Bidarpur by placing stone boulders and divided the 
police force in two parties. Shri Vimal Kumar Parashar, ASI was in-charge of first 
party, other members being Mahavir ASI Balvindra, HC, Lakhan HC, Dharmendra, 
Constable and Sonvir, Constable, Dinesh Vashishta, Cl with thana Staff was in¬ 
charge of second part}'' and this part}' took safe position at some distance. Both 
parties waited to intercept and apprehend the dacoit gang. 

At 5.30 PM, a jeep carrying the dacoits came towards Dompura side at high 
speed and stopped near the blocked road. Some dacoits came out from the jeep and 
started removing the stones for clearing the road. Suddenly one dacoit managed to 
see Shri Dinesh Vashishta Cl in his uniform. The dacoit was carrying a 306 bore 
rifle and other gang members also had fire-arms. Shn Dinesh Vashishta SHO Badi 
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commanded the dacoits to surrender and declared that police parties had surrounded 
them. Dacoit Gyani and his gang members instead of surrendering responded by 
opening fire on police parties with intention of killing them. In defense the police 
party also opened fire. Dinesh Vashishta SHO Badi repeatedly warned the dacoits 
to stop fire and surrender but the dacoit gang continued to fire on the police party'. 

Shri Vimal Kumar Parashar, ASI who was pursuing one dacoit was fired 
upon from behind by Gyani dacoit and the bullet struck him in his back. Despite 
being badly injured, Vimal Kumar Parashar, ASI did not retreat and bravely fought 
the dacoits till other party members reached the spot and rounded up all five dacoits 
namely 

(a) Gyani alias Lara S/o Babu Lai Meena R/o Sunipur PS Bari with one 
rifle 306 bore and one patta having 28 live cartridges and one bag 
containing 80 live cartridges. 

(b) Shri Bhagwan S/o Babu Lai Meena R/o Sunipur PS Bari with one rifle 
12 bore DBBL and one patta having 20 live cartridges. 

(c) Mahesh S/o Sirdar Gurjar R/o Rambux Ka Pura PS-Sarmathura with 
one rifle 306 bore and 20 live cartridges. 

(d) Ramlakhan alias Lakhan S/o Shyam Lai Meena R/o Umreh PS-Bari 
with one illegal katta 315 bore, one cartridge in chamber and 3 live 
cartridges. 

(e) Ramveer S/o Shyam Lai Meena R/o Umreh PS-Bari with one illegal 
rifle 315 bore, two cartridges in magazine and 1 live cartridge. 

FIR No. 124/2008 U/s 147,148,149, 332,353, 307, 302 IPC was registered at 
PS Sarmathura on 05.06.2008 in connection with this incident. 

After the encounter Shri Vimal Kumar Parashar, ASI was immediately 
brought to Hospital Badi for initial treatment and latter referred to General Hospital 
at Dholpur. In Dholpur all efforts were made to save his life but Shri Vimal Kumar 
Parashar, ASI succumbed to fatal injuries received in the encounter. 

In this encounter (Late) Shri Vimal Kumar Parashar, Assistant Sub 
Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

.V. 

On 26-04-2008 at about 1115 hrs Shri Debabrata Das, Section Engineer of 
NF Railway went to 56100 chainage, Tuikarma under Mungikami Police Station of 
Tripura West District to supervise progress of Railway works where 60/70 laborers 
were engaged every day. He went up to Mungiakami by vehicle and from 
Mungiakami to work-site on foot. 

At about 1215 hrs, all of a sudden, a heavily armed group of NLFT(BM) exts 
(7/8) led by Kama Debbarma @Kwaplai and Latia Debbarma stormed the work¬ 
site. The extrimist group caught hold of Er. Das instantly and then dragged him 
towards the jungles. At that time, one Dhirendra Debnath, mason of Teliamura 
resisted and obstructed the extremist group from taking away Er. Das. But he was 
shot at and died on the spot. Thus, Er Das was abducted. Severe panic gripped 
thereafter and all the labourers fled away from the Rly work-site out of fear. 

During post-incident enquiry, it has come to light that SS Lieutenant of 
NLFT (BM) Kama Debbarma @ Kwaplai had engaged one person namely Dinesh 
Debbarma, one of the labourers at Tuikarma for passing information about 
movement of SF and Er. Das to extrimist group. Dinesh did not commit mistake in- 
passing information to extrimist group. He passed information at the right and 
appropriate time. The leakage of information led to Er. Debabrata Das victim of 
circumstances and was abducted. 

Initially, Er. Das was taken to Kamala Bagan (ridge of Atharamura hills) 
and then to the different inaccessible locations under Petramura range. At first, the 
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extrimists group demanded Rs 50 lakhs ransom for release of the Engineer. Later 
on, the extrimist enhanced the ransom amount to Rs. One crore. At one point of 
time, Koplai received SMS from his HQs, saying, ’’Kill him”. But minute later, 
another message came saying, “Don’t kill him”. Er. Das felt sigh of relief with the 
second message. 

Under these circumstances, to rescue Er Das unhurt from the clutch of 
militants’ outfit had left a big challenge to the security Forces. 

The Security Forces, thereafter, had organized series of sustained 
operations intermittently with the duration of 3 to 6 days in each operation in the 
general areas of Tuibakiai and Petramura. But, there was no break through nor was 
there any clue about the presence of extremist group. But, the Security Forces did 
never give up the challenge. Rather were optimistic to over-come the crisis. 

Finally on 03-06-2008, a 72-hr rescue operations ie ‘Encirclement, Raid and 
search Operation’ was organized on the basis of some clues given by two militants. 
This was the turning point. Commandant Darlong personally led the operations. In 
this operation one coy of TSR along with 3 Gazetted officers was pressed into 
service. 

In the first three days, operations were conducted in the general areas of 
Tuibakiai, Tripuri Basti and Kamlabagan etc of Atharamura Hills range. The 
surrendered militants showed different places where the extremists had stayed 
earlier. When operations w r ere underway, there was inclement weather with 
incessant rain. The contingents despite facing heavy showers, mosquito bites, 
leaches’ bites in the hostile jungles busted all the deep and hostile jungles from one 
point to another as shown by the surrendered militants. In the process, the 
contingent could engage the militant in a gun battle on the second night in the 
jungles at Kamala Bagan but there was no casualty on either side. However, the 
security forces could recover polythene, utensils etc used by the militant group. 
Though the Security Force could not get tangible result, but they could at least 
confirm the presence of extremists in the areas. On the 3 rd day, when the operation 
was about to call off, Commandant Darlong took extra initiative and decided to 
extend the duration of the said 72 hrs’ ops to conduct combing operation in the blue 
hill areas situated in the eastern side about 7/8 KM from the terminating point. The 
name of the place was locally known Chibukhar (means dens of snakes). The hill 
was full of hostile and undulating terrains covered by thick vegetations. The area 
was unreached place. There was no human habitation within the radius of 12 KM. 
The commandant and his officers, and men without paying any heed to hardship 
and difficulty they would likely face, proceeded towards the hostile hills. On 
reaching the place, the ops parties could see that there was neither road nor foot 
track to enter into the targeted areas. The only way in was along stream and again 
the stream was full of slippery and fungous rocks. The stream was with many 
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subordinate streams. The ops parties instantly decided to organize “Small group 
concept” operations. Thus the ops parties formed into several small groups in order 
to cover all streams. The chheras/streams are the deep gorge-tunnel like places 
where no sunlight can reach to the ground due to obstruction of thick vegetation. 
Under such circumstances, the small contingents, risking their lives, proceeded 
towards the deep valley where there are poisonous snakes/insects, mosquitoes and 
leaches. 

On 5-6-08 at about 1420 hrs, while the ops parties were advancing towards 
deep gorge along the streams, one of the ops parties led by Commandant was tired 
upon by a group of heavy armed militants. The ops party also retaliated and when 
heavy exchange of fire was going on, Shri Darlong alongwith AC. Binoy Kishore 
Debbarma, AC. Badal Debbarma, Hav(GD) Samar Debnath and Rfn(GD) Rabindra 
Kalai advanced in extended formation in a most daring manner by scaling the 
extremely difficult, slippery, sharp slope of hill thickly covered by bushes towards 
the armed extremists and directly charged the extremists and heavy exchange of fire 
continued for about 15 minutes. The armed NLFT(BM) militants then stopped 
firing and tried to retreat taking cover of gigantic stones. Then screaming sound 
from the deep gorge was heard. Then the armed militants again fired 2/3 burst. 
Then the Commandant along with AC. Binoy Kishore Debbarma, AC. Badal 
Debbarma, Hav (GD) Samar Debnath and Rfn(GD) Rabindra Kalai who were 
advancing in extended line formation towards the extremists once again stormed 
with heavy automatic fire on armed militants who were also taking their position 
under the cover of big stones. During exchange of fire Shri Darlong fired 17 rds, 
AC. Binoy Kishore Debbarma fired 09 rds, AC. Badal Debbarma fired 09 rds, 
Hav(GD) Samar Debnath fired 77 rds and Rfh (GD) Rabindra Kalai fired 09 rds & 
one hand grenade and compelled the extremists to stop fire and there was total 
silence. The Commandant and four others held on to their position firmly taking 
the cover of big stones and were waiting for slightest chance. But this time they 
could hear screaming sound saying, “I am Debabrata Engineer, I am here, please 
save me, please save me etc” The sound was coming from the cave and ditch. By 
that time extremists had fled away under the cover of big stones, thick vegetation 
and undulating terrains. Then Shri Darlong along with four others proceeded 
towards the point of screaming and finally, could trace Er Das from the cave of 
gigantic stones. 

In this operation S/Shri Lalhminga Darlong,Commandant, Binoy Kishore 
Debbarma, Assistant Commandant, Badal Debbarma, Assistant Commandant, 
Samar Debnath , Havildar and Rabindra Kalai, Rifleman displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Kripa Shankar Chaudhry was a hardened criminal on whom the Government 
of UP had declared a reward of Rupees fifty thousand. He was involved in more 
than a dozen cases of murder and other heinous crimes. Electronic surveillance and 
human intelligence revealed that he was then staying in Mumbai with a fake name 
of Manish Jaiswal. On receipt of this information a team of officers from STF under 
the leadership of Dy SP Arvind Chaturvedi, consisting of Inspector PK Mishra, SI 
TB Singh and seven other police personnel was formed to apprehend him. After 
reaching Mumbai, this team of officers met their counterparts of the Crime branch 
of Mumbai police in order to coordinate efforts to arrest this notorious criminal. 

In the morning of 30/7/06, this team of officers and men learnt that Kripa 
Shankar alias Manish Jaiswal would be reaching the BEST bus stop on the Juhu 
Versova road. On this the officers and men from the STF UP and crime branch of 
Mumbai police reached the spot. After reaching the spot and conducting a 
reconnaissance of the area, they divided themselves into three groups. Team ‘A’ 
was led by Dy SP Sh Chaturvedi of STF UP Police, Team ‘B' by Inspector Pradip 
Sharma and Team ‘C’ by Assistant Inspector Dilip Palande both from Crime branch 
of Mumbai police. The teams after studying the area positioned themselves 
tactically and waited for Kripa Shanker to arrive.

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As expected Kripa Shanker came to the BEST bus stop at around 1650 hours 
in an auto rickshaw. On identifying him, Inspector Pradip Sharma moved forward to 
apprehend him. On this Kripa Shanker pulled out his revolver and pointed it 
towards Inspector Sharma. Dy SP Sh Chaturvedi also asked Kripa Shanker to 
surrender. Suddenly Kripa Shanker fired towards Dy SP Sh Chaturvedi missing him 
narrowly. Left with no other alternative, Sh Chaturvedi also fired back in self 
detense. His shot injured Kripa Shanker on the thigh. On seeing this SI TB Singh 
also moved forward. Kripa Shanker on seeing him fired at TB Singh also. 
Fortunately the bullet missed SI TB Singh who fired back. This exchange of fire 
continued. Despite the grave danger to their lives Dy SP Arvind Chaturvedi, 
Inspector Pradip Kumar Mishra and SI TB Singh closed in firing back as they had 
no other alternative. The members of the police team had to fire very carefully in 
order to avoid casualties to members of the public. As a result of injuries sustained 
in this firing the criminal Kripa Shanker was fatally injured.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 15.11.2007, a crucial information was received regarding infiltration of 
Fidayeen terrorists in India and their plan to reach Lucknow in a Santro car. To toil 
the designs of terrorists, Shri Raghav with his team immediately left for Lucknow 
on 16.11.2007. Shri Raghav received a further tip off whereupon he promptly 
organized the available police force in four different teams and rushed to the flyover 
on the Lucknow-Sitapur National Highway. He strategically deployed the police 
teams at Tedi-Pulia crossing accompanying police teams eagerly started waiting for 
the arrival of suspected terrorists in Santro Car. 

The suspected Santro Car was seen approaching from Sitapur side at about 
0445 hrs, towards the fly-over. The teams headed by Shri Raghav and Shri Ram 
Badan Singh, Dy.SP chased the car. When Shri Raghav’s team strategically 
overtook the Santro Car, its driver abruptly took turn on a nearby under construction 

road where it knocked the brick-heap and stopped. Suddenly three terrorists alighted 
from the car and took position on bumpy road and opened incessant firing upon the 
police party'. Under the command of Shri Raghav the police party swiftly got down 
and took position. Shri Ram Badan Singh and his party gave cover to the party of 
Shri Raghav while the other two parties cordoned the area to prevent the possible 
escape of suspected terrorists. 
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Shri Raghav challenged the suspected terrorists to surrender, but the 
terrorists-trio screaming “Jaish-e-Mohammad Zindabad”dared to continue heavy 
firing offensively wherein police personnel escaped. Amidst vigorous firing by 
Fidayeen terrorists with sophisticated weapons with a definite intention to kill STF, 
team. Shri Raghav and Ram Badan Singh vigilantly moved from their respective 
positions, encouraged their team mates, crawled ahead and fired in self defense to 
restrict the terrorists. Suddenly Shri Raghav saw one of the terrorist moving from 
his position and taking out a grenade to lob it on the police party. Sensing a do or 
die, situation he maintained his endurance and presence of mind undeterred of their 
profuse firing. Shri Raghav reacted instantly and he along with SI Brij Mohan Pal 
and Constable Sarvesh Pal without caring for the safety and security of their own 
lives, moved to arrest the terrorists alive gallantly jumped and pounced upon him 
and thereby successfully seized and immobilized that terrorists. The grenade was 
snatched from him. 

Shri Ram Badan Singh who was strategically covering the police party of 
Addl. SP saw the other two terrorists also taking out the grenades.He alongwith SI 
Dharmendra Singh Yadav, Head Constable Avadh Narayan Chaudhry, Const. 
Rajendra Singh without caring for the safety and security of their lives, gallantly 
jumped and pounced upon and controlled the two terrorists who were firing 
indiscriminately.

On October 28 th , 2009, at around 8.30 pm a person named Shri Rishi Tripathi 
informed the Police Control Room that he had heard a gun shot in the area behind 
the LIC building in Nehru Colony, Dehradun. 

On this information, a police party headed by Deputy Superintendent of 
Police Ajai Singh immediately reached the spot and entered tbe house, with Ct 
Sudhir Kesla standing out to keep a watch. Inside they saw Mrs Vimla Bhatt wife of 
Mr P.D Bhatt was lying wounded on a chair with her hands tied and mouth covered 
with a cloth. Mr P D Bhatt was lying on the floor and his body was all covered with 
blood. A man was standing in the hall with a country made pistol in his hand and 
two others were busy fiddling with the things in the room adjacent to the hall. Shri 
Ajai Singh alongwith SO Nehru Colony Shri Bhaskar Lai Sah and Ct Harinohan 
risking their lives moved ahead and challenged the criminals. The warning had no 
effect and the criminal in the hall opened fire on the policeparty but fortunately party 
led by Shri Ajay Singh had a narrow escape. 

Shri Ajai Singh showed exemplary courage and with quick reaction, without 
caring for his life, caught hold of the criminal who was holding the weapon in his 
hand. His exemplary courage and leadership enthused his team to charge. In the 
mean time as the two criminals in the adjoining room came in the hall, one of them 
tried to fire on the charging team did not succeed. Under the able command of Shri 
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Ajay Singh, S.O Nehru colony Shri Bhaskar Lai Sah also responded quickly and 
snatched the country made pistol from the second criminal and with the help of SI 
Nathilal Uniyal caught the second criminal. Meanwhile Ct CP Harimohan without 
fear to his personal safety showing exemplary courage charged on the third criminal 
but he attacked the charging Ct. Harimohan on head with a country made knife 
(Khukri) and then ran away. Ct Harimohan was seriously injured and was rushed to 
the hospital. The third criminal was later arrested by the Police on the same night 
and the entire looted property was recovered.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 02 February 2009, at 2300 hours specific information was received about 
presence of heavily armed cadres of the banned underground outfit of People’s 
Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) planning to lay ambushes / attack on 
security forces in general area village Kangchup Makhom RM 2593 under Senapati 
District. 

Acting on this information, a search and destroy operation with police 
commandos was launched on 03 February 2009 at 0030 hours. After a long march 
and climb in the hilly terrain, the combined team laid ambush to cut off routes 
around the suspected village as full cordon was not possible due to the hilly terrain. 
At first light while cordon of village was being readjusted and troops were closing 
in towards Western side of the village, they came under heavy fire from the 
undergrounds. Rifleman (General Duty) Aheibam Somoijit Singh and Rifleman 
(General Duty) Nemi Chand exercising restrain did not open fire and tactically 
deployed themselves for militants to close in. As soon as, the leading scout of 
underground column sensed presence of the security forces, the troops came under 
heavy volume of fire from the undergrounds. The party retaliated immediately and 
a fierce firefight ensued. 

Under heavy volume of underground fire, Rifleman (General Duty) Aheibam 
Somorjit Singh alongwith his buddy Rifleman (General Duty) Nemi Chand rushed 
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to cut off the escape route of the fleeing undergrounds. Realising that the 
undergrounds are escaping, the individuals without caring for their personal safety 
and taking extreme risk to their own life closed in and shot dead one cadre of 
PREPAK from close range. On the other hand, police commandos who were on 
the right side engaged themselves in the gun fight, thereby killing another militant.

Based on specific information regarding movement of 4 to 5 heavily armed 
underground cadres of the proscribed Kanglei Yawol Karina Lup in general area 
Hiyanglam Tera Pishak RM-3958, a combined team consisting of one officer, one 
Junior Commissioned officer and 12 other ranks of Waikhong Company Operating 
Base was launched into an operation with effect from 1205 hours on 30 th 
November’2008. 


The team was divided into two groups to approach from two different 
directions to the suspected area. At about 1300 hours, while the team was 
approaching the suspected area along the Canal near Nate Khong RM 3958 towards 
the suspected house, a group of 4 suspicious looking persons were seen moving 
through the fields towards the marshy area by Havildar General Duty Sodhi Singh, 
immediately, he signaled the team Commander In charge Major Vijay Singh 
Balhara who instructed him to take suitable position and to challenge the persons. 
On being challenged, the terrorists started firing indiscriminately and kept running 
towards the marshy area. Havildar General Duty Sodhi Singh who had tactically 
placed himself towards the bund of a paddy field retaliated with aimed and accurate 
firing along with the team and killed two hard core Kanglei Yawol Kanna Lup 
terrorists on the spot. The two other terrorists escaped from the site taking 
advantage of thick foliage undergrowth. A thorough search of the encounter area 
was carried out and the following was recovered:-

Naib Subedar Chander Mohan Singh showing extreme daring and 
cold courage chased him through thick foliage/ Accurate Mortar fire cut off the 
escaping route of the militant and he took cover behind a tree. Showing 
inspirational leadership and conspicuous bravery Naib Subedar chander Mohan 
Singh created diversionary' fire, charged at the militant and shot him dead.

On 12 th May 2009, multiple patrols were launched for area domination and 
prevention of possible ethnic strife between Naga Zeme and Dimasas. A Column 
consisting of 01 Junior Commissioned Officer and 15 other ranks was launched to 
relieve a column already operating in general area Longren. 

At about 2220 hours, own column was ambushed by the Black Widow group. 
The column was pinned down by heavy volume of fire from the militants. Hav/GD 
Kamal Dev who was the column 2IC, immediately made a mental appreciation of 
the situation and gave quick orders for counter ambush to his men and to retaliate 
the fire of the militants. He personally led the assault and stood in full face of 
enemy fire without caring for his personal safety. Hav/GD Kamal Dev was leading 
the charge when he got hit on his leg by a bullet, but this did not deter him from 
moving ahead and keep firing thus he alongwith his party were successful in 
breaking the ambush. While doing so a stray bullet from the militants hit him on the 
head and he succumbed to the injury later. 

As it was a dark night, the search was conducted on first light the next day 
and following items were recovered: Presumably Hav/GD Kamal Dev had killed 
four militants whose weapons the militants could not take away.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On 17.11.2004 around 1300 hrs, prior to the visit of Hon’ble Prime Minister 
was to address a Public Meeting at Sher-e-Kashmir Cricket Stadium, Srinagar, Shri 
Virendra IPS, DIG, CI-OPS-II, Srinagar chalked out a comprehensive domination 
plan to make the areas of responsibility safe and briefed tire troops and their 
Commanders to remain vigilant. Keeping in view the sensitivity of the area. Shri M 
S Rathore, Commandant, 43 Bn BSF was directed to mobilize his Quick Reaction 
Team. 

Everything was normal at the venue of the meeting and the security agencies 
were busy with their assigned tasks. Unexpectedly, the entire peaceful atmosphere 
of the area turned into panic when the militants who had already taken defensive 
position on the Hill features above the Jan Bakers near Suleman Complex over 
looking the Sher-e-Kashmir Stadium resorted to unprovoked firing towards the 
Police Party at about 0815 hrs. On receipt of the information regarding militants 
fire, Shri Virendra, IPS along with his guard reached the area and was apprised 
about the situation by M S Rathore, Commandant. Immediately, a comprehensive 
operational plan was worked out by Shri Virendra, DIG to neutralize the militants 
well before the arrival of Hon’ble Prime Minister so that the scheduled rally of the 
PM could be held peacefully. 

On seeing the movement of troops and vehicles, the militants opened heavy 
volume of fire which was effectively retaliated by own party. In the sudden cross 
fire two innocent civilians were caught in between Head Constable/RO Hardesh 
Kumar without caring for his own life and displaying rare courage dashed towards 
the civilians and brought them out safely but in this gallant action, he came in direct 
line of fire of the militants and sustained bullet injury on his right hand. 
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As per Strategy planned by Shri Virendra, DIG, it was decided to cordon the 
militants from two flanks by BSF troops. Accordingly, the BSF troops were divided 
into two groups. One Party under command of Shri M S Rathore, Comdt. 43 Bn 
BSF proceeded from the Graveyard side as Assault party and the second party 
under Command of Shri S R Panda, DC was tasked as Stop Party towards Chest and 
Disease Hospital. Party which had gone to lay stop at Chest Disease Hospital side 
was being guided on radio set by DIG CI-OPS II and the party led by Comdt. 43 
Bn. BSF, which was climbing from Graveyard side was being guided and 
personally accompanied by Shri Virendra, IPS DIG Cl OPS-II. The climb was 
difficult from Chest and disease Hospital due to sleep gradient. From Graveyard 
side, through the gradient was not so steep, but it was under direct and effective 
fire of militants, but this party without caring for their personal safety kept on 
moving ahead by running, crawling, taking cover of grave stones or hiding 
themselves under the shrubs, having only one mission in the mind to finish the job 
well before 1300 hrs, the schedule time for Public Meeting of Prime Minister. 

By 1030 hrs, the party led by Commandant 43 Bn.BSF under close 
supervision of DIG BSG Cl OPS-II could close-up to 50-60 meters of target i.e. 
abandoned house from where the militants were effectively firing towards the 
advancing troops. Since the militants were firing from the top of the house, it almost 
stalled the move of troops floor Graveyard side as the gap between the Assault party 
and the target was almost plain. Further strategy was planned by Shri Virendra, IPS, 
DIG, Cl OPS-II and the Police Party was requested to fire Tear Smoke & Stun 
Grenade on the target house and provide covering fire from their BP Plate shields. 
Assault party under covering fire with continued inspiring presence of Shri 
Virendra IPS, DIG BSF Cl OPS-II started moving towards the target area under 
heavy volume of fire, throwing of Grenades & Anti Tank Grenade/Shells by 
Militants. The utmost professionalism and determination of the party commander 
and under the continuous direction .guidance by Shri Virendra IPS DIG BSF having 
grave danger to the life under direct and effective of fire/grenades throwing/Anti- 
Tank Grenade firing could not deter these brave troops from moving ahead. As a 
result of this coordinated effort and firing, the Assault party/stop party were able to 
eliminate the militants in a fierce encounter in which two BSF personnel sustained 
bullet injuries. 

The elimination of the militants could be possible due to exemplary 
leadership quality, meticulous planning, professionalism and high level of 
determination and devotion exhibited by Shri Virendra IPS DI BSF, Cl OPS-II. In 
this encounter 02 hardcore militants of LeT outfit, identified as Ab Rahman Lakvi 
and Ab Asam Pathan, both Pakistan nationals, were neutralized by BSF personnel 
and recovery of 02 Nos. AK-47 Rifles with 07 Magazines, 160 Live Rounds of AK- 
47. Hand Grenades, Jumping Grenade and Anti Tank Rifle Shells was made. 
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In this encounter Shri Virendra, Deputy Inspector General displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for w hich the decoration has been awarded 

On 13.02.2008 two platoons of E/132 under command of Inspr/GD V C Pant 
were stationed for raid and search operations at Bakulchanda under police station 
Dumaria. On getting the information from the SP Jamshedpur around 1800 hrs, that 
two naxalites namely Bikas and Bodo Melgendi have been killed by Villagers of 
Bhithar Amda, under Police Station Dumaria, two platoons under command of 
Inspr. V C Pant along with civil police Dy.SP Anand Joseph Tigga and Inspr 
Jagdish Prasad moved from base Camp Bakulchanda to Bhithat Amda at 2100 hrs. 
After due appreciation of the situation, plan was made to lay ambush to trap the 
naxalites. Two platoons led by Inspr V C Pant secured the area of Bhithar Amda 
Village for whole night. When no movement noticed from the naxalites, they 
decided to move further and confront the naxalites in their base. Therefore, at about 
0700 hrs on 14.02.2008 CRPF troops and civil Police party reached tactically near 
the hilly and densly forested area of Karunnum Jhama, a probable escape route of 
naxalites, and laid the ambush. At about 0800 hrs five naxalites got trapped in the 
ambush. CRPF troops challenged and told them to surrender. In reply, the naxalites 
opened fire indiscriminately on CRPF troops. Since CRPF troops had taken 
advantageous position, they could not be harmed. Inspr/GD V C Pant immediately 
ordered CRPF troops to retaliate the fire and kill the visible targets. Gun battle 
continued for an hour. When the firing from the naxalites was stopped. CRPF 
troops led by Inspr V C Pant along with Civil Police advanced towards the spot and 
searched the area. During search dead bodies of five naxalites ( Three male and two 
female) and arms/ammunition/equipments in huge quantity were recovered. All 
naxalites were affiliated to MCC group. 
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This was a joint operation by CRPF and PS-Dumaria, Distt-East Singhbhum 
(Jharkhand). In this operation the Civil Police components and CRPF troops led by 
Inspr/GD V C Pant, Const/GD Ahishek Singh and Const/GD Arun Kumar Nayak of 
132 Bn. had participated. Success in this operation was possible because of 
excellent coordination between CRPF and Civil Police as well as sharing of 
intelligence inputs and other material resources. 

In the operation, Inspr/GD V C Pant of 132 Bn exhibited outstanding 
leadership quality and led the troops from the front and led the troops with grit 
during this well planned ambush/operation, which resulted into killing of naxalites 
and recovery of Arms and Ammunition. In this operation during exchange of fire 
Inspr/GD V C Pant fired 08 rounds by his AK-47 Rifle. Besides, Inspr/GD V C 
Pant. Const/GD Abhishek Singh and Const/GD Arun Kumar Nayak have also 
exhibited conspicuous bravery and courage. They brought effective fire on the 
naxalites, without caring for their personal safety and life. Const/GD Abhishek 
Singh fired 17 rounds with his SLR and lobbed grenade on the extremists and 
Const/GD Arun Kumar Nayak fired 20 rounds with his Insas Rifle. This resulted in 
the killing of all the five naxalites. Thus, they had not only dented the morale of 
naxalites but also brought laurels to the Force.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 08.11.2008 based on a specific information developed by District Police 
Doda(J&K) regarding the presence of terrorists in Darman forest Dahrosh area of 
Doda -Distt, a joint operation was launched by 76 Bn CRPF and Police party of 
District Doda headed by SP(OPS) Doda in Darman forest, Dahrosh area under the 
jurisdiction of police station Dessa, Doda(J&K). The hideout was conrdoned off 
and presence of four terrorists was confirmed in the hideout. During search, 
Militants hiding in the area opened indiscriminate fire on the operation party. SP 
Ops Doda, Shri Mohan Lai challenged the hiding terrorists who were equipped with 
sophisticated and automatic weapons to surrender before the police. The militants 
instead of surrendering themselves, continued indiscriminately firing on the 
operation party. While the encounter was in progress, troops of 10 RR also joined 
the operation. One section of 76 Bn CRPF under command of SI/GD Ashok Kumar 
was in the inner cordon on the right side of the hide out and remaining personnel ot 
the civil police were deployed in outer cordon. The joint operation party retaliated 
in self defense and a fierce encounter ensued. 

This encounter continued intermittently from morning to the evening of 
08.11,2008. At about 1630 hours, two militants suddenly came out from the hide 
out and tried to flee from the spot to the left side of the hide out. First militant 
covered a distance of 800 meters and second up to 200 meters and both were shot 
dead by the civil police/10 RR party jointly. There after two more militants came 
out from their hide out firing indiscriminately and tried to flee to right side of the 
position in inner cordon. SI/GD Ashok Kumar of 76 Bn who had taken position in 
inner cordon. Retaliated the fire without the fear of his life like a true soldier. The 
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said SO advanced tactically, crawled towards the hide out exposing himself to 
heavy firing of terrorist and on reaching at an advantageous position fired on 
militants thereby neutralizing 02 out of four militants. In this incident, SI/GD Ashok 
Kumar of 76 Bn CRPF executed the operation very professionally showing great 
devotion and dedication to the duty. He displayed exemplary courage and bravery 
of highest order, Slain terrorists were later identified as 1. Md.Shafi code Hushim 
Khan, Dy. Divisional Comdr(HlVl) 2. Fida Hussain, Code Jahangir 3. Muzzafar 
Husaain, code Dawood 4. Mushtaq Ahmed, Code Jafar.Recovered automatic 
weapons AK47-02, AK-56-01, Chinese Pistol-01 Magazine AK-06, Magazine 
Pistol-01, Wireless Set-01, Antenna-02, Damaged Mobile Set-01, Diary-01 and 
Matrix-01. 

In this encounter Shri Ashok Kumar, Sub Inspector displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded. 

On 16/12/2008 at about 2300 hrs reliable lntellignce Input was shared by 
SP(Ops) Srinagar, with OC F/117 Sh. Harish Chandra, Asst.Comdt, regarding 
presence of two dreaded militants of H.M. in village Malhora under P.S. Zainapura 
,Dist: Shopian (J&K). Based on this input, a strong platoon of F/l 17 consisting of 
19 personnel under command Sh Harish Chandra, A/C along with a party of SOG 
Srinagar under command SP(Ops) Srinagar, after proper briefing of troops about 
the conduct of special ops, moved jointly and reached village Malhora at about 
0130 hrs and started laying cordon of suspected target houses. In order to avoid 
civilian casualties, civilians of adjoining houses were moved out. The inner cordon 
was jointly laid by SOG / CRPF and was completed by 0200 hrs. The outer cordon 
was laid by personnel of 1st RR & 55 RR who had joined the operation once the 
party of F/l 17 and SOG Srinagar had reached village Malhora. 

Once both inner and outer cordon were completed, a search party consisting 
of five personnel of F/117 under command Sh Harish Chandra Asst. Comdt. and 
five personnel of SOG Srinagar under command SP(Ops) was formed to search the 
suspected houses. The search was started at first light. The search of first two 
houses did not yield any result. While the search of third house was being carried 
out two militants emerged near the toilet area of the house by breaking a mud brick 
wall and started firing indiscriminately on the search party. Sh Harish Chandra, 
Asst.Comdt. and two Constable of search party namely CT/GD Rajender Singh and 
CT/GD Manoj Kumar who were under direct fire of militants immediately took 
position and retaliated the fire. During this initial exchange of fire both the militants 
received multiple bullet injuries. Great calm and composure was exercised by Sh. 
Harish Chandra, Asst.Comdt. who ensured that even in such adverse condition his 
command was intact and fire control was exercised by men under his control so 
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that bare minimum collateral damage was caused. Both the militants continued to 
fire on CRPF search party led by Sh. Harish Chandra, Asst. Comdt from close 
quarter. But since Sh Harish Chandra, Asst. Comdt. along with Ct. Rajender Singh 
and Ct. Manoj Kumar had taken position in such a way that they could use 
available cover to the best of their advantage, the militants were coming under their 
effective fire. Militants who were both injured, sensing the inevitable, rushed out ol 
the house firing heavily and throwing grenades indiscriminately. While the 
militants were rushing out of house they were chased by Sh Harish Chandra, 
Asst.Comdt, Ct. Rajender Singh and Ct. Manoj Kumar and these personnel 
managed to kill both the slain militants from close quarter without caring for their 
own life . 


The slain militants were identified as 1) Rayeesh Ahmad Dar @ Rayees 
Kachroo, (Divisional Comdr.of HM.) S/O Gulam Ashan Dar R/O Panchgoan who 
was IED expert and had escaped from the police custody recently was instrumental 
in killing more than 40 Police /'SF/Army personnel in past and (2)Rashid Ganai 
Ishfaq (Dist Comdr.of HM) S/O Abdullah Ganai R/O Wachhi. A meticulously 
planned operation resulted in killing of Rayees Kachroo Div.Comdr of HM. 


The operation was handled in a professional manner and it took place in 
inclement weather conditions. The success of the operation was possible due to the 
exemplary bravery, fortitude and exceptional presence of mind exhibited by Sh. 
Harish Chandra Asst.Comdt, Ct. Rajender Singh and Ct. Manoj Kumar, who took 
great personal risk above and beyond the call of duty & neutralized the two dreaded 
militants of HM.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 


On 31.03.2008 evening, specific intelligence about movement of a Sub Zonal team 
of CPI(Maoists) in the area West of Garhwa-Bhandaria axis, was received by Shri 
Saket Kumar, SP Garhwa. This Tip-off was immediately verified and shared with 
Shri B K Sharma, Commandant 13 Bn. CRPF. Accordingly, a joint operation 
namely ‘Thunder Bolt’ was planned to drive away the Naxal cadres from the area. 
After due deliberation and comprehensive planning it was decided to launch an 
operation on the night of 31.03.2008. As per the operation planning two platoons of 
D/132 under command Shri P N Tiwari, AC and District Police led by Shri 
Satendra Kumar, SDPO Garhwa, left for the area of operation in two mine protected 
vehicles at about 2145 hrs. The party reached village Makhatu at about 2330 hrs 
which is 55 Kms away from Garhwa Distt. A naka was laid after selecting tactically 
favorable terrain in the jungle area of village Makhatu. At about 0045 hrs while the 
party was looking for any passing vehicle, one tractor was noticed moving towards 
them. As soon as the tractor with trolley came near the CRPF naka party it was 
challenged by CRPF troops and asked to stop. On being challenged the extremists 
who were travelling in the tractor opened heavy firing on CRPF troops. Some of the 
extremists jumped from the tractor and took position behind the trees opposite to 
the position of CRPF troops. Shri P N Tiwari, AC who was leading the troops from 
the front without caring for the heavy firing, odd dark hour and hostile terrain 
immediately retaliated the fire and simultaneously passed order to troops for 
counter attack. Bravery and leadership skill of Shri P N Tiwari, Asstt. Comdt. 
Boosted the morale of the troops and the troops counter attacked the firing 
extremists. In the meanwhile Inspr/GD Vijay Pal Singh leading the rear section 
moved circuitous to surround the extremists. Inspr/GD Vijay Pal Singh, Const/GD 
Brajesh Kumar and Const/GD Ram Nayan of rear section showed grit and tactical 
acumen by using the terrain and ground features brilliantly and opened surprise fire 
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with their personal weapon and 51 MM Mortor. Meanwhile Shri Satendra Singh, 
SDPO, SI Manish Chanda Lai and SI Amamath also took position and started 
counter firing. Gun battle continued for two and half hours. CRPF troops chased the 
extremists tactically with grit and determination despite odds like planning of mines 
by extremists and putting themselves to grave risk neutralized group of naxalites 
with their fire. Due to brave action of our daredevils the Maoists had to flee helter- 
skelter leaving behind many dead bodies of their comrades and huge quantity of 
Arms/Ammunition. During search in the wee hours on 01.04.2008 our troops 
recovered eight dead bodies of naxalites and huge cache of arms and ammunition. 
As a result of the outstanding ops planning and highly appreciable ops acumen, 
courage and determination, our party without suffering damage of any sort was able 
to neutralize 08 hardcore naxalites including 01 mahila and recovered following 
huge quantity of sophisticated arms/ammunition from the site of incident:-

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2. Functions of the Samiti: 

The Samili shall advise the Ministry of New and Renewable Energy on matters relating to the progressive use of 
Hindi for official purposes. 

3. Tenure of the Samiti: 

The term of the Samiti will be three years from the date of its formation, provided that: 

(a) A Member of Parliament nominated to the Samiti shall cease to be a member of the Samiti as soon 
as he/she ceases to be a Member of Parliament; 

(b) Ex-officio members of the Samiti shall continue as members so long as they hold the office by virtue 
of which they are members of the Samiti; and 

(c) Members appointed against mid-term vacancies shall hold office only for the residual period of the 
three year's tenure. 

4. General 

The Headquarter of the Samiti shall be at New Delhi but it may hold its meetings at any other station 
also, if necessary. 

5. T.A. and Other Allowances : 

The Department of Official Language, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, vide their Office 
Memorandum 11/20034/04/2005-0L (Policy-2) dated 3 rd February, 2006 has stated that as the 15 non-official 
members include 6 Members of Parliament, nominated in the Hindi Salahakar Samitis constituted by Central 
Ministries/Departments, so the provision regarding travelling/daily allowances is made more elaborate in the 
following manner 

(a) The Members of Parliament nominated in the Samiti will be paid Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance 

as per the provisions in the “Member of Parliament (Salary, Allowance and Pension) Act, 1954”, 
amendments issued from time to time and rules made thereunder. 

(b) Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance to other non official members of the Samiti will be paid as per the 

guidelines contained in the Department of Official language O.M.No. 11/22034/04/86-OL (A-2) dated 22 nd 
January, 1987 and in accordance with the prescribed rates and rules as amended from time to time by 
the Government of India.
